Quarter Million 
Dollar Loss 
From Accidents 


The traffic report published recent- 
ly and showing the results of the sur- 
vey mnde In Newton under ERA aus- 
pices, states that "In 1934 there were 
666 automobile accidents In Newton 
Involving an economic loss of $224,- 
695; an accident situation thut de- 
mands immediate planning with a 
view to establishing a definite pro- 
gram of activity to prevent continual 
recurrence. However, planning alone 
will result in little that is tangible 
unless provision is made for the 
spending of time, energy and money 
for its fulfillment. This report, there- 
fore, has a threefold purpose; 

1. To point out the seriousness of 
the accident situation that now pre- 
vails in the City of Newton. 

2. To propose engineering changes 
for the elimination of physical haz- 
ards, and measures for adequate traf- 
fic control. 

3. To present recommendations 
which in themselves serve as a me- 
dium to acquaint the average citizen 
with his individual responsibilities, 
and to develop in him a responsibility 
to the problem as a whole." 

The report gives the following ta- 
ble of fatal accidents on seven prin- 
cipal streets in Newton from 1931 to 
1933 Inclusive. 

"Of the 1575 automobile accidents 
occurring in Newton during 1931-1933, 
60%, or 941 accidents occurred on the 
seven principal streets, and of 23 fa- 
talities, 21 or 91.5% occurred on these 
seven streets. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that those streets should be 
given priority in accident prevention.' 

During the years 1930 to 1934, in- 
clusive. 506 rear-end automobile col- 
lisions occurred in Newton; 152 head- 
on ^collisions, 18 while cars were pass- 
ing* other cars after overtaking them; 
256 automobiles drove off roads in ac- 
cidents; pedestrians were hit in 911 
accidents; 141 accidents occurred 
while automobiles were making left 
turns, 23 while automobiles were 
making right turns; 445 while auto- 
mobiles were crossing other automo- 
biles at intersections, 
g The period between 5 and 6 p. m. 
is the period of greatest hazard in 
Newton. Fatigue of operators and im- 
patience are blamed for this condition. 
From 11a. m. to 5 p. m. accidents are 
continually on the increase, prior to 
the peak’ hour. The number of acci- 
dents by days of the week during the

Water Main 

Job Under Way 

Work on laying the 12 inch water 
muin along Jackson rd., Newton, start- 
ed last Saturday. This project will 
extend along streets in Nonantum and 
Newtonville and will cost $81,000. A 
continuation of this project next year 
will cost uhout the same amount. 
The work is largely mechunized. Pneu- 
matic pavement breakers are used to 
open the bituminized macadam sur- 
faces on the streets, and then a large 
power shovel excavates a trench about 
three feet wide and seven feet deep. 
A small, but powerful tractor crane 
lifts the heavy 16 foot lengths of 
iron water pipes and lowers them 
into the trench. About 30 men have 
been employed on the job during the 
past week, the trench has been dug 
along Jackson rd. from Washington 
st. to Pearl st., and the water main 
I put in place for most of this distance. 

| It was planned to start working on 
I the project during the past week from 
1 the corner of Washington st. and 
( Rrookside ave., Newtonville, from the 
j opposite end of the route which will 
j have the 12 Inch main laid this year 
j A power shovel owned by Richard 
White Sons of West Newton is to be 
used on this part of the project, but 
because official approval had not been 
received from W. P. A. headquarters 
in Washington, relative to the hiring 
of this shovel, work on the westerly 
section of the project has not yet 
started. About as many men will be 
employed on this section as have been 
working on Jackson rd. It was ex- 
pected that the project would take 
about 12 weeks to finish.

Rotary Club 

At the Monday meeting John E. 01- 
cutt, formerly professor in the Dept, 
of Design, Massachusetts Institute of 
Art and now a consultant in Commer- 
cial Design to various industries of 
New England, spoke on "Art in Busi- 
ness." 

In the first place he emphasized that 
Art is by no means tho product or 
the functioning of a set of rules which 
have been devised by artists; rather 
these rules or principles are the formu- 
la t ion by men of practices which have 
been observed by men in nature or in 
design. To illustrate his meaning he 
coined the word "beautility" out of 
the two all important factors in any 
kind of art or design — beauty and 
utility. 

The use of art in any real com- 
mercial way developed around 1820 
when mass production began in indus- 
try: and for a hundred years it was 
largely a matter of copying and adap- 
tation in all of its manifestations, 
whether in matters of clothing or fur- 
niture or houses. About 1920 came a 
period of real creative development 
and for a while designers dealt with 
their materials ‘‘like kids out of 
school" with the resulting weird col- 
lections of lines and angles and masses 
of color of the "modernistic” period. 

In artistic design, gootl taste is 
“visual rightness"; and good taste ma> 
differ widely from the personal taste 
of some particular individual. There 
are. however, five essentials to a suc- 
cessful design whether it he the de- 
sign of a package, a piece of furniture, 
•r a machine; (1) "Balance" or 
Equilibrium"; (2) “Harmony": it 
must go with the other things with 
which it will be associated: (3) "Rhy- 
thm": grace in its lines and efficiency 
in its use; (4) "Fitness”: it must ac- 
complish its purposes (5) and finally 
and indispensably, it must be "Fash- 
ionable" or in accord with whatever 
styles prevail at the given time. If 
a design is fashionable and lias the 
other characteristics as well, it will 
be a success.

The Days Of 

Real Sport 


In reading a copy of the NEWTON 
GRAPHIC printed on August 1. 1885, 
we came across the following account 
of a 15-mile Tricycle Race held 30 
years ago in which two Newton resi- 
dents were participants. One of these, 
Edward P. Burnham, was well known 
to older Newton residents. He was a 
mason and bricklayer by trade and 
for years conducted a prosperous 
business in this city. His hobby was 
bicycle riding and racing. He gained 
a reputation as a speedster on the 
old-fashioned high-wheel bicycles and 
tricycles, and he was one of the pion- 
eers in popularizing the modern type 
of bicycle, known as the "safety bicy- 
cle" when it was introduced nearly a 
half-century ago. The fact that Mr. 
Burnham, after putting in a hard day'i 
work, as a bricklayer, had sufficient 
surplus energy to pedal a 98-pound tri- 
cycle in 15-mile races shows the vi- 
tality he possessed. 

W. H. Huntley of Nonantum was a 
young Englishman who was a ma- 
chinist by occupation. He came to 
Newton to work in the Nonantum 
Worsted Mills and was employed in 
Boston at the time he engaged in the 
tricycle race. 

The roads in 1885, over which the 
racers pedalled were in large part of 
gravel. That they were rough was 
proved by the fact that Huntley took 
a header off a tricycle. It is rather 
difficult to visualize the boys and 
youths of today who ride in luxurious 
comfort in automobiles, finding recrea- 
tion pushing 90-pound tricycles at “top 
speed” over gravel roads. 

“Tricycle Race" 

“The first event on the program 
was the lo-mile tricycle race, which 
started promptly at 3:04 o’clock. Of 
the six entries, all but one came to 
the scratch, and aligned from the 
curb, their order was: W. H. Huntley, 
Nonantum Club; John Amee, Cam- 
bridge; John Williams, Dorchester; E. 
P. Burnham. Newton, and W. A. Les- 
ter. Cambridge. Immediately at the 
work. Huntley and Williams made a 
bid for first place, which resulted in 
the latter’s favor. and although 
pushed a little later by Burnham, who 
desired to become pace maker, he re- 
tained his position, and was not head- 
ed throughout, and by the time Ded- 
ham was reached the heavy work had 
so begun to tell upon the favorite that 
he was content to remain in second 
place. His wishes were, however, not 
to be gratified, for having made the 
turn, Huntley challenged Burnham 
and passed him. and although between 
Hyde Park and Dedham the former 
took a bad header, he pluckily re- 
mounted, and made some excellent 
time during the last part of his course 
under the able tuition of Corey. As 
Williams came in sight of the crowd 
at the finish, cheer upon cheer rent 
the air, and the rider of the ‘Quad- j 
rant’ was the centre of attraction, as !

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THE OLD MAN OF THE SEA 

The depth to which the Republican party in Massachusetts 
has fallen was further indicated yesterday on Beacon Hill when 
the House of Representatives passed the $13,000,000 high- 
ways bond issue despite the earnest plea of Speaker Leverett 
Saltonstall. Forty-three Republicans, many of them undoubted- 
ly impelled by the prospects of the allocation of funds to 
projects which seem vital in their districts voted for the ex- 
penditures. Five other members, four of them Republicans, 
were not recorded. While in a measure the responsibility for 
increasing the indebtedness of the State will fall upon the 
Democratic party, the fact that but one vote more would have 
defeated the bond issue places the onus directly upon each and 
every Republican who could have changed the result. 

There is slight satisfaction that the second bond bill calling 
for more than seven millions of dollars to be spent in state 
building construction was reduced to four and a half million. 
Previous actions by the Senate indicate acceptance of both 
issues by that branch and also by the Governor, who first sought 
a thirty-five million dollar bond program. The authorization of 
these bond issues may now seem like an oasis in the midst of 
the desert to the thousands of unemployed in Massachusetts but 
will the future prove it to be only a mirage? The Federal gov- 
ernment embarked upon a spending program which will be 
borne by succeeding generations and to this we are adding a 
state burden which brings to mind the story of the Old Man 
of the Sea. 


A HALF MILLION FOR FORTY THOUSAND 

From the $2,300,000 to be distributed to cities and towns of 
the State out of the $13,000,000 highway bond issue Newton 
will receive $39,119. Representative Bigelow of Brookline, 
House chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, recently 
gave figures showing the amount each locality will eventually 
pay for its share of funds. Newton, according to these figures, 
must pay back into the state coffers the sum of $508,275 dur- 
ing the next ten years for the use of the $40,000 at this time. 
Although the legislation calls for payment of interest and 
principal out of the revenues from taxation of gasoline Repre- 
sentative Bigelow points out the inevitability of an increased 
state tax unless new avenues of taxation are produced. The 
increase of the state tax falls directly upon the real estate 
tax payer. It is by no means a pleasant situation. There is, 
however, a day of reckoning coming when the taxpayers will 
receive the relief that they sorely need.

Auburndale, gave a demonstration of 
a new method of teaching geography 
and history last Saturday afternoon 
at Lasell campus. Roys nnd girls par- 
ticipating were garbed in costumes 
of foreign lands and engaged in folk 
dances. Certainly teaching methods 
have changed since the days when 
we went to school. What a massage 
treatment the gang would have given 
any kid in the “Gay 90s” if he at- 
tempted to learn geography by doing 
a folk dance while attired in a Rus- 
sian costume. 


Paul Bowser, as a boy, must have 
read Phineas T. Bnrnum's famous com- 
ment — "The American people like *o 
be fooled." And Paul was wise enough 
to realize that people who immigrate 
to America also like to be fooled. Paul 
has capitalized by playing to the ra- 
cial pride of different national groups 
in this region and elsewhere, as well 
as featuring the "college boys" in his 
wrestling game. There has been no 
depression for Bowser. He knows his 
stuff. 

So. in addition to allegedly spending 
a "propaganda" fund of $781,000, more 
or less, some of those active in defeat- 
ing the President's hill to curb hold- 
ing companies in connection with 
public utilities, indulged in a whisper- 
ing campaign to spread the impression 
that Mr. Roosevelt is not right men- 
tally. Such a calumny is not new. 
We have heard persons gravely assert 
that they heard the President is queer 
as a result of having had infantile 
paralysis. Whether, or not. one be- 
lieves in the President's policies, it is 
descending quite low to resort to this 
sort of stuff. Propaganda of this kind 
has been used in this and other coun- 
tries in the past. Not alone to dis- 
credit men high in national political 
offices, hut also to prejudice persons 
against men holding office or aspiring 
to office in loeul affairs. It’s the way 
of a certain type of humans. 

Of course we would not he sufficient- 
ly rash, radical or irresponsible 
enough to insinuate that the $781,000 
was used to bring any venal influence 
upon Congressmen.

The horrible automobile accident at 
Cambridge which resulted in the 
death of a prominent physician was 
caused, according to witnesses, by a 
youth who drove at terrific speed 
through a traffic signal. This acci- 
dent calls attention to the rapid 
growth during the past two years of 
the practice by many autoists of ig- 
noring red lights showing in traffic 
signals. Is it to he wondered at that 
this practice has grown when public 
officials are consistent offenders 
against tills automobile traffic law? 
We have been informed that one high 
State official, whose duty necessi- 
tates him to admonish those who vi- 
olate traffic laws, regularly drives 
through red traffic lights. 


At one end of Boyd Park is a walk 
fenced off from the playground. This 
walk extends from Jackson rd. to 
Gardner st. and Is used by a large 
number of persons residing North of 
Pearl st. The Gardner st. end of this 
wulk is on a very steep grade. When 
Boyd Park was improved several years 
ago this walk was not properly sur- 
faced; it was covered with loose 
gravel which washed away during the 
first heavy rain.

They consisted of placing 
coarse, broken stones along the walk. 
Sharp broken stones which have 
ruined the shoes of those who walk 
on them and which cause persons to 
lie in danger of falling. Several re- 
quests have been made to the Play- 
ground Department to have a tar sur- 
face placed on this walk but nothing 
lias been done. The expense would 
he small.

The sale 
of certain land owned by the city at 
Allison Park, Nonaatum. was author- 
ized in conjunction with the purchase 
of other land adjoining this park. 

It is proposed to sell 25,000 square 
fed of land to former Alderman Dan- 
iel O’Connell for 5 cents per foot; 
this land being located at the rear 
of property owned by O’Connell on 
California st. This sale is contingent 
on tlu* city being able to purchase an 
equal area of land from the Rohner 
Wool Scouring Company ut the rear 
of their property at a similar price. 
It is claimed the transfer would 
square the area of the Allison Park 
playground site.

Slogan “54-40 or Fight” 

Old Boundary Argument 

The slogan "54-40 or fight,” adopted 
by the war party In the election of 
Polk In 1844, was first used In a 
speech In the senate by Senator Wil- 
liam Allen In that yenr. Under the 
Webster-Ashburton treaty of 1842, 
notes a writer In the Detroit News, the 
northern boundary of the United 
States ended at the Rocky mountains 
on the 4i)th parallel and excluded 
Oregon. Polk and the Democrats de- 
clared for the whole of the territory 
on the line of 54 degrees 40 minutes. 
Though hostilities with Great Britnln 
threatened, negotiations resulted in a 
pact, whereby the 40th pnrnllel was 
made the boundary line west from 
the Rockies to the Pnciflc ocean. 

The old Fort Boise is mentioned in 
the history of the Oregon country and 
the life of Dr. Marcus Whitmnn, mis- 
sionary nnd pioneer. In 1830 Whit- 
man’s party with their wagons 
crossed the continent, stopping at Fort 
Boise. Before reaching that post, at 
Fort Hall, the baggage had been re- 
duced ns much ns possible nnd re- 
packed, nnd the wagon converted Into 
a cart. Fort Boise, two miles below 
the old Boise City, Is mentioned as be- 
ing "so rude an inclosure that It would 
hnrdly pass for a cattle pen or mule 
corral." It was decided to leave the 
cart there, until some one could come 
back nnd tnke It on to the established 
mission in Oregon ; this was done 
Inter. In 1842 Whitmnn traveled over- 
land to the Eust and returned the fol- 
lowing year with a large pnrty of emi- 
grants, again stopping at Fort Boise 
on the way. Whitman’s efforts had 
much to do with the acquisition of the 
Oregon territory nnd the settlement 
of this boundnry dispute. 


George Washington Among 

Earliest Mule Breeders 

The bureau of nnimul industry says 
that the earliest mule breeders in the 
United States were George Washing- 
ton of Virginia, Henry Clay of Fayette 
county, Kentucky, nnd Young ft 
Everett of Montgomery county, Ken- 
tucky. Prior to the Importations made 
by Generul Washington, a few diminu- 
tive Jacks had been Imported from the 
West Indies, but these were found 
undesirable for breeding purposes. In 
the year 1787 the king of Spain present- 
ed General Washington with a Jack 
and n jennet from the royal stud at 
Madrid. The jack was named the 
Royal Gift. At about the same time 
Marquis de Lafayette presented Gen- 
eral Washington with a Maltese Jack. 
Knight of Malta. The Spnnish Jack 
was of a gray color, 10 hands high, 
heavily made and of a sluggish dis- 
position. The Maltese Jack had "the 
form of a stag and the ferocity of a 
tiger." The latter was bred to the 
Catalonian jennet and the offspring 
known as Compound became a famous 
breeding jack, uniting the Catalonian 
nnd Maltese breeds. Both of these Im- 
portations mentioned readied Mount 
Vernon in the yenr 1788. 


Impeachment 

Impeachment lias been ns sparingly 
used In England ns in this country. 
The last great impeachment trial In 
England was that of Warren Hastings 
in 1787. It is still theoretically pos- 
sible for the house of lords to Im- 
pose any penalty on a convicted per- 
son, of official or otherwise. But un- 
der the American Constitution Im- 
peachment Is reserved for civil officers 
of the government nnd the punishment 
Is confined to removal and perma- 
nent disqualification. By a two-tlilrds 
vote the house or senute may expel 
a member without approval by the 
other body and the President naay at 
any time remove one of his appointees 
in the executive branch. Impeach- 
ment provides the only means of forc- 
ibly removing a federal Judge, nnd the 
senate’s verdict Is final. 


"Squaring the Circle” 

Squaring the circle Is a famous 
mathematical problem which scientists 
of today believe to be impossible. The 
problem Is to find a square equal In 
area to a given circle ; the area of the 
circle equal to that of the rectilineal 
triangle whose base has the same 
length nnd whose altitude equals the 
radius. The squaring of the circle thus 
becomes the problem of finding the 
ratio of the circumference to the di- 
ameter. In 1882 I.lndenmun proved 
that this ratio, known as pi, Is n trans- 
cendental number and hence, since It 
Is not the root of any algebraic equa- 
tion, cannot he constructed to an as- 
sumed unit by the extraction of the 
square root, that Is by using straight 
edge and compasses. — Washington Stnr. 


Noisy Celebration 

A corrohnrec is a ceremonial dance, 
of a more or less public character, In 
vogue among the Australian aborig- 
ines. It is generally held at night, the 
men doing the dancing and the women 
furnishing the music. This dance Is 
the nearest approuch to a national in- 
stitution among these primitive people. 
It serves also us a peace ratification 
und as u means of intercommunication. 
Hence, the term Is applied to any uoisy 
or disorderly celebration. 


Formation of Natural Glass 

Nutural glass is u phenomenon well 
known to science. As a rule It Is 
caused by the fusion of lightning and 
sand. Examples found In the Arabi- 
an and other deserts ure lnvuriubly 
tubular and frluble. Another variety, 
known as tektltes, occurs la meteoric 
cruters, and has long been familiar as 
"ohsldlun," "wuter chrysolite," and 
"Molduvlte,” the various nuiues given 
to gem stones cut from it

Mediterranean Cork-Oak 

Provides Stopper Supply 

Cork stoppers are cut out of the 
corky layer of the hark of the cork 
tree or cork oak of the Mediterranean. 
Spain and Portugal chlell.v supply the 
world with cork. 

The cork tree Is not of great size, 
generally 2fl to tin feet high, the trunk 
often three feet in diameter, much 
branched, with ovate-oblong, evergreen 
leaves. The tree Is usually twenty to 
twenty-five years old before It yields a 
gathering of cork, nnd attains an age 
of one hundred and fifty years. About 
every eight to ten year* a crop is 
taken from the tree. 

Besides being used for stoppers, cork 
is much used for (louts of yets, life- 
belts. etc., and because of its lmper 
meahility to water, and being a slow 
conductor of bent, inner soles of shoes 
are made of it. The cork tree, occa- 
sionally planted in England, lias been 
found to dp well In certain parts of the 
United States. — Philadelphia Inquirer.

Amsterdam on 90 Islands; 

Has Hundreds of Bridges 

If is ditticiilt to imagine why any- 
one should hnve selected the present 
site of Amsterdam for a metropolis. 
In the beginning the dam on which 
Gyshrecht II. Lord of Amstel, built his 
castle, was a dike almost entirely sur 
rounded by grn.v ooze slashed with 
tidal rivulets. 

Now Amsterdam stands on tM> Islands, 
connected by about 300 bridges and 
separated by Innumerable canals which 
are landscaped and regulated with all 
the exquisite perfection of the water 
ways of exhibition grounds. 

Along these canals, except the amsi 
strictly commercial thoroughfares, are 
rows of linden trees with branches 
bending down so far as to sometimes 
swish the still surface of the water. 

The buildings of Amsterdam are m j 
two distinct sorts: the old— none of 
which seems to have been troubled by 
carpenter or mason In at least 3oo 
years — and the new. 

Next to ancient houses with “step 
gables topped by a stork's nest ol 
tangled twigs stand extremely modern 
istlc structures In the building ol 
which Holland has been a pioneer. 


Historic Desk Found 

The st tidy at Villa Sans .-mud, the 
room in which Frederick the Great 
wrote and read, was completely trans- 
formed after the death of the great 
Prussian king. His successor. Frederick 
Wilhelm II, had the original rococo 
style of decoration removed and the 
room redecorated in classical style. In 
consequence of this transformation the 
furniture of Frederick the Great was 
dispersed and his favorite writing ta- 
ble was given to the castle caretaker. 
After that the table disappeared and 
was only recently discovered In a deal- 
er’s auction room. On hearing of It 
the German government secured this 
Interesting relic for the nation.. Thus 
the writing table at which the maker 
of modern Prussia worked for over 40 
years has been restored to Its original 
position.

Custom of Tattooing Is 

From South Sea Islands 

That barbaric custom of tattooing, 
borrowed bv sailors of nil countries 
from tlie natives of the South Sea is- 
lands Is named from the Polynesian 
word Tahiti, or Tatu. states a writer 
in the st Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Tattooing was originally n part of 
some primitive religious ceremony. The 
painful process by which the skin is 
pricked and dyed into pictures and 
symbols probably started with the cus- 
tom of slashing one’s body In grief 
and rubbing ashes into the wounds. 
The ashes caused a permanent discol- 
oration in the skin, but this was viewed 
with a religious pride. 

These distinctive colored marks in 
the flesh probably came to he regard- 
ed with some admiration, and so there 
developed the art of tattooing. 

There are two kinds of tattooing — 
color and scar. In the color tatooing, 
the skin is punctured and the holes 
are filled with various dyes. In the 
sonr tattooing, the skin is scarred and 
recut in the old scars until the tissue 
is puffy even after the wound is healed. 

In general, the South Sea Islanders 
used only blue and black coloring for 
their tattooing, but the Formosans and 
the Japanese developed a technique 
which employed many colors. 

Color tattooing is usually supposed 
to be ornamental, and scar tattooing 
Is used as a mark of tribal recogni- 
tion, but a certain tribe of the mid- 
dle Congo scars the whole body by 
way of beautifying It. 

In the Admiralty Islands, in Fiji, 
and In certain parts of India, only the 
women nre decorated by color tattoo- 
ing. 


The Delicious Apple 

The Delicious apple first came to 
notice in the orchard of the late Jesse 
Hiatt of Peru, Madison county, Iowa, 
about 1881. It was then a sprout, 
supposed to be about six years old, 
from the stock of a Yellow Bellflower 
tree, the top of which had been de- 
stroyed. The beauty and fine quality 
of the fruit attracted Mr. Hiatt’s at- 
tention and he at once begun its prop- 
agation in a small way for his own 
planting. The name Hawkeye was up 
plied to tiie apple by the Hiatt family. 
The right to propagate and sell the 
variety for a period of yeurs wus sold 
with the right to rename the variety 
Delicious. It was commonly Intro- 
duced in 1805 under t hat name, which 
word was registered In the United 
Stutes patent office as a trade mark 
July 4, 100fc

Here Is the true role that Elian 
played In life: When her Kentucky 
master, a kindly, humane man. suffered 
severe financial losses, he was com 
polled to dispose of his property. Eliza 
was to be sold a'»»ng with other chat- 
tels.

When they 
came to the Ohio it was filled from 
shore to shore with Ice floes. 

She and the youngster took refuge 
In a nearby cabin, but the next morn- 
ing. learning of the approach of pur- 
suers. she plunged desperately out 
over the moving ice blocks with the 
child In her arms. 

As she neared the Ohio shore a man 
who had watched the moving figures 
with astonishment, came out to help 
her and the child to safety. 


Irish Terriers Said to 

Be Genuine Dare-Devils 

The early history of the Irish ter- 
rier or “tinker’s dog" was ns troubled 
and confused ns the Green Isle that 
gave him birth, writes MnJ. Mitford 
Brice, in Answers Magazine. His first 
official appearance was at the Dublin 
show of 1873. where It at once became 
evident that the expression Irish ter- 
rier Indicated nothing more definite 
than a terrier bred in Ireland. 

But since those days his type has 
been standardized, and nothing is more 
remarkable than the manner in which 
his character resembles that of the 
people of his own country. If his high 
spirits and love of sport are proverbial, 
his sense of humor Is outstanding; 
while the courage that he displays in 
battle is only equaled by his caress- 
inviting appearance when "off duty.” 

The dare-devil, ns this dashing and 
often reckless dog is sometimes called, 
Is similar to. but racier In outline than 
the fox terrier, and is required to pos- 
sess more powerfully developed hind- 
quarters. He is smnll enough to be 
handy and large enough to command 
respect. 


Saddest Spot in Mexico 

The saddest spot In Mexico Is the 
Hill of Bells in the old colonial city 
of Queretora, where the Mexican in- 
dependence movement was born. Its 
one monument, a crude stone chapel, 
memorializes the death of one em- 
pire, and the fall of another. On the 
ground now covered by the chapel, 
Maxmillan I of Mexico, and his two 
generals. Miramon and Mejia, faced the 
firing squad, and a volley of musketry 
sounded the last tattoo for the em- 
igre. In Porflrio Diaz’ day. Franz 
Josef, Emperor of Austria-Hungary, 
built the chapel above the soil where 
his brother died. It was intended 
that the European empire would per- 
manently maintnin the chapel as a 
memorial to the men who had died 
for an empire in North America. The 
World war intervened. Neglected by 
Austria, the chnpel was stripped by 
vandals. Within, three granite tablets 
mark the death of the Mexican empire; 
an altar stripped of its hangings Is 
mute testimony to the fate of Franz 
Josef. 


“The Place of Killing" 

Bulawayo, which is the largest town 
In Rhodesia, South Africa, literally 
translated means “the place of kill- 
ing." The fatuous Induba tree, un- 
der which judgment was rendered, still 
stands on the grounds of the govern- 
ment house. From the site may be 
seen the hills of Thabas Induna, whore 
executions and timed suicides took 
place in accord with royal decree. 
Cecil Rhodes, whose unnamed statue 
stands In the main street, lies buried 
at his request amid the Matopos hills, 
27 miles from Bulawayo. 


Wenda Hold Fait 

Just GO miles from Berlin, at Vets- 
chau, live one of the most curious folk 
of all Europe, a small colony of Wends 
who still speak the language of their 
ancestors rather than German and 
wear the costumes of centuries ago. 
On Sundays the women dress in elab- 
orate headgear, an enormous lace 
apron over their skirts, and ride sol- 
emnly off to church on their bicycles. 
Village lasses are also good boatsmen, 
propelling the flat-bottomed punts of 
the country expertly along canals. 


Ancient Tunnel in Hungary 

An ancient tunnel 25 kilometers long, 
which is believed to date back to the 
Tartar Invasion, was discovered near 
the formerly Hungarian town of Szat- 
mar. Although the authorities were 
awure of the existence of such a tun- 
nel, there were no detnils known ubout 
Its length or direction. A man who 
accidentally discovered the entrance 
explored the tunnel und emerged In* 

Szechoslovnklu. 


The Avocado 

The avocado is a native of the West 
Indies and Central America. It is the 
only species of this order cultivated 
for the fruit. The fruit is unusuul la 
thut the flesh lias a high fat content, 
10 per cent on an uveragu. The water 
content is 81 per. cent, and the carbo- 
hydrates 7 per cent. The fuel value 
Is high. 512 calories per pouud. 


Monkey of the Snow Is 

Native of Central Asia 

A specimen of one of the world’s 
strangest animals, the kln-tsen heou, 
or “monkey of the snow,” from the 
mountains of central Asia, Is shown 
by the Smithsonian institution This Is 
one of the rarest of nil mammals In 
sclentlc collections, snys the Smith- 
sonian Institute Bulletin. 

This creature, whose scientific name 
Is Rhlnoplthecus. has an ogre-llke, 
short face, ranging In color from green 
to turquoise. In which are set very 
large, bulging eyes and a pointed, up- 
turned nose. Surrounding the face 
Is a fringe or beard of orange hair. 
The rest of the body Is covered with 
hair six or seven Inches long and 
varying in color from gold ro silver. 

The monkey lives in the bnmboo 

forests, Just below the line of per- 
petual snows. It wns first discovered 
more than sixty years ago by the fa- 
mous French priest-naturalist. I’ero 

David, who wns told that it frequented 
the high mountain forests in vast 
troops. These troops made up of ani- 
mals about the size of shepherd dogs, 
spend almost nil their time In the 

trees, living on fruits and tender 

shoots of bnmboo. 

The monkey Is a close relntlve of 
the Hoonumnn monkey of India, one 
of the sacred animals of that country. 
Such nn animal Is believed to contain 
the soul of a dead human being. 
Something of the same sacred char- 
acter, It is said, pertains to Its ogre- 
llke relative of the high mountains. 


Only Larval Stage Moth 

Destroys Your Clothing 

"The instinct that makes us all pur- 
sue a flying moth is probnbly so deeply 
Ingrained that we are not likely to sit 
still and Ignore It even on learning 
that. In this stage of its life cycle, the 
moth Is Incapable of feeding,” Dr. 
Claude Lillingston says In an article 
on the clothes moth In Hygela, the 
Health Magazine. “It Is In the mag- 
got, or larval, stage that the moth de- 
stroys our clothes, furs and feathers. 
There is another reason for regarding 
the moth In flight as a comparatively 
harmless crenture. It Is almost Invari- 
ably a male. . . . 

“It mny be argued, of course, that 
killing the male must break an essen- 
tial link In the chain that constitutes 
the life cycle of the moth, were It not 
that the female moth Is not strictly 
monogamous. . With two mnles 

to every female, the housewife Is not 
likely to solve her moth problem by 
running after an Isolated male here 
and there.” 


Typical Willow-ware 

The typical willow pattern on chlna- 
wnre shows a house near a river on 
which there is a boat ; there Is an or- 
ange tree beyond the house, which Is 
enclosed on the land side by a wall and 
fence. There Is a bridge, with a wil- 
low tree on one end and the gardener’s 
cottage at the other; In the upper left 
Is nn Island with a cottage. Two tur- 
tledoves are conspicuous in the design. 
The large house wns the home of a 
mandarin, whose daughter loved his 
former secretary and often met him 
under the orange tree. Forbidden to 
mnrry, they eloped first to the garden- 
er’s cottage, later to the island cottage 
where they lived many years. A for- 
mer lover of the girl discovered them 
and set fire to the cottage, whereupon 
the two were transformed into turtle- 
doves. The legend lias not been trnced 
back farther than 1849. when It ap- 
peared In nn English magazine, and 
there is no proof that it Is of Chinese 
origin. 


Birds Fly High 

Migrating birds travel at heights of 
three, four, and even five thousand feet 
It appears that they rise In order to 
find favorable winds. Wild ducks, 
geese, and swans have been seen a mile 
high, hut as u rule prefer to fly at 
about two thousand feet The vulture 
and the turkey buzzard hang up at four 
to five thousand feet, watching the 
earth for carrion with their telescopic 
eyes. The record belongs to the giant 
condor of the Andes which flies in the 
thin cold air five miles above the 
plains. — Tit-Bits Magazine. 


Earth's Hardest Bump 

The hardest recorded hump this 
earth ever received came from a 
meteorite or cornet which crashed Into 
a Siberian forest on June 30, 1908. 
The mass weighed about 40,000 tons 
and the explosive violence of Its Im- 
pact felled all trees within a 35-mile 
circle, a total of 80,000.000 trees In 
an area of 3,850 square miles. The 
air waves even reached Washington, 
D. C„ and pictures were taken In 
Scotland at midnight on July 2 by the 
light of Its fiery dust,— -Collier’s 
Weekly. 


World’s Largest Palace 

The Vuticuu in Rome, the residence 
of tiie pope, is credited us being the 
largest and most magnificent palace in 
the world. It Is said to contain about 
11,000 apartments of varying sizes, 
eight grand staircases and 200 suiuller 
ones, und 20 courtyards. Its collec- 
tions of ohjets d art and manuscripts 
are counted as the most fumous in the 
universe. — Pearson’s Weekly. 


City Founded in 1565 

St. Augustine, Flu., oldest city in 
tiie United States, was founded by the 
Spaniards in 1505, and at vurious 
times has been the possession of 
Spain. France, England, the Confeder- 
ate Suites of America and the United 
Stutes. 


There Mny Be Some Other 

Caverns ’Neath the Sea 

Fishermen have hauled In their 
lines and found old rubber hoots, 
strange fish, and even bottles nn the 
hooks. As yet there is no record of 
anyone bringing up a rove — hut ac- 
cording to geologists, there are caves 
down there, too. 

Upper New York state was once on 
the ocean floor — Including that fertile 
valley, where near Cohlesklll. Howe 
caverns is. 15G feet beneath the surface. 
During the time this was tiie sea bot- 
tom, the shells of countless tiny shell- 
fish were deposited there. During the 
ages these were compressed together 
by tiie measureless weight of the ocean 
wafer Into the limestone rock through 
which the caverns now wind. 

When the ocean went hack to where 
It now Is. an underground stream, 
spring-fed, began to flow where Howe 
caverns now are. During the course 
of a million years It wore, and wore 
and wore nwny at the limestone rock 
and hollowed out these marvelous cav- 
erns. Some portions of the rock were 
harder than others. A large number 
of these "hard rocks down under” were 
left In fantastic shapes — such as 
witches, pipe organs, pulpits, cathe- 
drals, miniature cities, and even a 
leaning tower that is a dend ringer 
for the one at Pisa in Italy. 

Water seeped through from the stir- 
face of the ground, and ns It trickled 
through the soil It absorbed carbonic 
acid gas. This gnslnden water event- 
ually came through the limestone and 
dissolved some of the stone. As It 
dripped through the cavern celling, 
part of the stone was deposited In a 
form that looks for all the would like 
Icicles. These limestone “icicles” nre 
called stalactites, and would he the 
despair of any farmer, for they grow 
at the rate of only one inch in over 
100 years. 


No More Merry Dancing 

on Old Avignon Bridge 

Old Avignon In France Is fnmed ns 
the City of the Popes, notes a writer 
In the Boston Gobe. On a hill dom- 
inating the city stands the Papal 
palace, where for over 70 years popes 
held court ami nil Europe came In 
pilgrimages, filling the city with danc- 
ing, festivals and processions. Built 
as n great fortress, the palace was 
nevertheless elaborately furnished. 
After the popes returned to Rome, 
however, It suffered many vicissitudes, 
even serving one time ns barracks. 

The famous bridge of Avignon, on 
which the old folk song snys the peo- 
ple used to dance, has fared even 
worse. It has been In ruins for 250 
years, and its crumbling arches now 
reach only nbout half way across the 
Rhone. 

Side by ship with Its palaces and 
tts ruins, Avignon carries on Its daily 
life nnd sports, most famous of which 
are the plucking of the cocnrde, a 
bloodless variation of tiie hull fight. 
Instead of killing the bull, tiie mata- 
dor must manage to jab the animal 
with a stick, on the end of which Is 
tiie cocnrde, a rosette decorated with 
ribbons. Then the object of the gnm° 
becomes the snntching of the rosette 
from the bull’s shoulder without being 
hur*. 


Indian Summer 

The origin of tiie name Indian sum 
mer is not precisely known. Nothing 
corresponding to it in term or legend 
is found In any Indian language. The 
early American settlers did not employ 
the term Indian summer. It does not 
occur in books or manuscripts until ap- 
pearing on a written page in the army 
journal of Major Denny at Fort le 
Boeuf, October 13. 1794, yet there Is 
reason to believe it was then in gen- 
eral use throughout the United States 
—Kansas City Times.

Egyptians Foresaw Life 

on Earth to Hereafter 

How the ancient Egyptians visual 
ized the projection of the normal ac 
tivities of life on earth to the here 
after is illustrated in a collection of 
wooden model groups of people and 
equipment, buried in graves of the 
old kingdom (2500 B. C.) and the mid 
die kingdom (2000 B. C.). on exhibi 
tlon in the hall of Egyptian archeology 
at Field .Museum of Natural History 

Starting in the old kingdom time 
with single figures of the dead them 
selves, their children, and their house 
hold servants, which it was believed 
would serve in another world as sub 
stitute bodies if t he original mummies 
should perish, there developed during 
the middle kingdom a custom of pine 
ing in tiie tombs elaborate groups 
representing in part people at theii 
household duties and partly the cere 
monies conducted for the benefit ot 
the dead. As food was fundamental, 
figures representing the making of 
bread and beer, and showing ovens 
and baskets of food, were prominent. 


Milet of Mounds 

That the Mound Builders showed 
considerable partiality to Ohio as a 
residential region Is evidenced by the 
more than 12,000 places within the 
limits of the state where these early 
inhabitants left testimonials. It has 
been estimated that their early pro- 
ductions, If placed side by side in a 
continuous line, would exceed more 
than 300 miles. Moreover, It Is estl 
mated that the productions of the 
Mound Builders contain .-it least 80, 
ooo.ooo cubic yards 'of earth or stone 
and that it would require 1,000 Inbor- 
ers, each one working 300 days In the 
year, a century to complete these 
earthen edifices, or it would take 300 , 
000 laborers one year to accomplish 
the same result.— Cleveland 1‘luln 
Dealer.

Cave Man First to Use 

“Door” to Entrance Way 

The hairy, low-browed cave man 
rolled n stone to the month of his 
cave to protect himself and Ids fam- 
ily from prowling animnls. That was 
his door, nnd probably the first door, 
writes Marie George In the Indian- 
apolis News. When his mate with a 
few "ugh-ughs’’ expressed a feeling of 
discontent, n feeling tint could not he 
allayed by re-arranging the furniture 
every week or so. he rubbed his re- 
treating forehead In thought and 
shoved a brighter stone up to the en- 
trance. 

Later, when man built his home In 
the trees, the better to survive In a 
land overrun with dinosattrin (or what- 
ever overrun the land In those dnys), 
he very likely got cold and tired of 
acting ns a windbreak for his family. 
In n rebellious mood, he climbed down, 
slew a beast nnd hung its skin up 
over his rat-hole of a doorway. 

Undoubtedly skins were In use for 
a long time, being far more service- 
able than woven stuffs Introduced at 
a much later period. Even In feudal 
times, when the door had grown 
formidable In size nnd strength, the 
Inner doorways were closed by means 
of henvy hangings. 

The nntique door revolved, being piv- 
oted In the center. The doors of the 
Middle Ages usually were of solid 
oak plnnking, set edge to edge nnd 
held together by wrought Iron bands 
and sturdy, nrnnmentnl strap hinges. 
The doors of older castles were nnr- 
row, so as to permit the pnssnge of 
only one person at n time. The occu- 
pants thus hnd a decided advantage 
In times of attacks. 


Paint Brings Color to 

Lives of the Choctaws 

The Choctaw of northern Manitoba 
never laughs nnd rarely talks. To the 
casual observer he is nn Insensitive, un- 
observing human. Yet, observes a writ- 
er in the Washington Post, there Is no 
sound in his vnst wilderness he doesn’t 
hear. The drummings of the partridge 
or songs of the lark by day; the howl 
of the wolf or the scream of the big 
cat by night — all carry their message to 
the Choctaw who Is bearing provisions 
to his family. It’s a three or four -day 
pack overland nnd he is not to be di- 
verted. 

“Strange," says a Royal Cnnadinn 
policeman, "but In the packs of most 
of those fellows you will find a quart 
or lmlf-gnllon of paint, usually of a 
vivid hue. Heavy stuff, but they will 
pack It, leaving out the more essential 
articles." 

Understandable. It means color in 
the otherwise colorless lives of our 
more northern housewives. They know 
nothing of the value of paint ns a pre- 
servative of materials, lodge poles, dog 
sleds or whatever the Northland offers. 
They demand paint because of the col- 
or, smell of cleanliness and the tang 
of heathfulness it carries. 


International Date Line 

The international date line is for 
most of its length Identical with the 
180th meridian, and it crosses the equa- 
tor at right angles. For convenience, 
however, and to divide communities as 
little ns possible. It 1ms been arbitrarily 
Axed some distance either side of the 
180th meridian in several places. Just 
as we have adjusted the boundaries of 
our standard time belts. Thus the date 
line passes through the Bering strait 
so that the eastern extremity of Si- 
beria will keep the same day as the 
rest of the country. In Bering sea It 
swings ten degrees west of the true 
line so that the Aleutian Islands may 
have the same time as the Alaskan 
mainland. In the South Pacific the date 
line deviates to the east to avoid a 
division of Fiji and some of the island 
dependencies of New Zealand.— Cleve- 
land Plain Denier. 


Trombone Important Instrument 

The trombone is a most Important 
Instrument in picturing heroic emo- 
tions. as Its tones in orchestral work 
may be made grund and noble. It may 
portray almost every broad emotion, 
from sacred calm to the wildest strains 
of murtial glory. It also has a threat- 
ening quality, and its sombre tones are 
excellent for tragic effects. Mendels- 
sohn admired the trombone very much, 
reserving It for the most solemn occa- 
sions. Schubert obtained good effects 
by using soft tromboue tones against 
the strings. With the use of the slide 
the trombone can gut down to the low- 
est E on pianos; und this tonal growl 
is found in Wagner’s opern “Siegfried." 


Round Toweri of Ireland 

The Round Towers in Ireland are of 
stone, usually from 13 to 20 feet in 
external diameter at base and rang- 
ing from 00 to 100 feet In height. One 
may be described as follows: The top 
is conical, the interior is divided into 
six or seven stories reached by ludders 
from one to the other. Each story is 
lighted by one window, the top story 
usually 1ms four. The door Is placed 
ten or more feet from the ground and 
is reached by a ladder. The doors and 
windows huve sloping Jambs. 


Weight of Grizzliea 

For wild grizzlies 1,000 pounds is 
about the maximum weight. The Okun- 
uguu cuttle killer weighed over 1,100 
pounds, the greatest weight ever re- 
corded for u wild grizzly. At Union 
park, Chicago, III., a grizzly lived for 
18 years which grew so fat he could 
hardly stand towards the end of his 
life. Ills actual weight was 1,153 
poumiu, although before he wus 
weighed lie wus credited with twice 
that weight. 


Spreading Safe 

Driving Message 

Recognizing that traffic safety is di- 
rectly dependent upon the rnnn behind 
tiie wheel, the automotive industry 
tills summer Ih devoting especial at- 
tention to spreading the message of 
safe driving. How one large motor 
car manufacturer, the Hudson Motor 
Car Company, is co-operating for 
greater safety, was explained today 
when Myrton F. Evans of the Newton 
Hudson - Terraplnne Company an- 
nounced that throughout August free 
safety inspection would be given to 
all cars brought into his service sta- 
tion nt 210 Washington street, Newton, 
and a free safety ride demonstration 
given by especially trained drivers. 

"With traffic becoming Increasingly 
heavy, it is now generally recognized 
that safety on the highways is large- 
ly the responsibility of those who are 
driving the cars," said Mr. Evans. 
“The automotive industry can protect 
the American motorist from the ef- 
fects of faulty driving and has done 
so. and it is now up to the driver him- 
self, to do his part. 

“All-steel bodies. safety glass, 
brakes that grip evenly and firmly at 
all times and powerful motors that 
permit flexibility and ease in handling, 
save the motorist in case of accident. 
Now, we want to emphasize to the 
driving public the renlly vital element 
in safety — the co-ordination of brain 
and machine. 

"There are many features about a 
car that might he better understood 
by the driving public. They are well- 
known to engineers, and they can he 
explained in such simple terms to 
tiie layman that he can quickly grasp 
them. That is the reason for the 
safety ride demonstration that is part 
of our August safety campaign. 

“For example, brake study is an 
anglo upon which certain engineers 
devote their entire attention. Yet 
how many drivers know the best man- 
ner of applying these brakes, how to 
get the best advantage. This and 
many other angles of safe driving will 
he explained by specially-trained driv- 
ers through the safety ride demon- 
stration."

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Newton Eighth 
City In Traffic 
Survey Report 

The report of the traffic survey 
made several months ago in Newton 
under ERA auspices, shows that of 
eighteen cities In the Stute with pop 
illations ranging between 45,000 and 
115,000, Newton had the 8th most fa- 
vorable record as regarded automo- 
bile accidents during 1934. Pittsfield 
had the best record with accident 
units of 15 per thousand population; 
Lowell came next witli 25 accident 
units per 1000 of population; Fall Riv- 
er. 20; New Bedford. 27; Lawrence, 
28; Holyoke, 29; Haverhill, 30; New- 
ton, 31; Lynn, 34; Brockton. 30; Quin- 
cy. 37; Medford. 40; Somerville, 40- 
Everett, 46; Chelsea, 48; Malden, 4S; 
Brookline 49; Cambridge, 58. 

The eight most dangerous street in- 
tersections in the city in order are: 
Commonwealth ave. and Washington 
st.; Commonwealth ave. and Walnut 
st.; Beacon and Hammond sts.; Bea- 
con and Walnut sts.; Washington and 
Centre sts.; Washington. Watertown 
and Waltham sts.; Commonwealth 
ave'. and Centre st. The claim that 
these intersections are the most dan- 
gerous is based on a study made in 
connection with the survey which 
showed the average number of acci- 
dents at these locations during the 
years 1930-1934, inclusive. The In- 
tersections of Commonwealth ave. 
with Washington and Walnut sts. have 
unobstructed views and a large per- 
centage of the accidents at these 
places have been caused by autoists 
speeding to beat the red light when 
the signal turned from green to yel- 
low, ignoring the red light, or making 
left turns. The intersection at Beu- 
con and Walnut sts. also has unob- 
structed views; there is no traffic light 
there, and accidents are caused by one 
or both drivers involved trying to 
beat the other across the intersection. 

The report states that: 

“Signals are not the cure for acci- 
dents at every congested location or 
every crossing where accidents oc- 
cur. Unless careful study of a loca- 
tion is made and the results of 
this study justify the installation of 
signals, more, rather than fewer, acci 
dents may result. One large eity in- 
stalled 190 traffic signals and at 34% 
of the installations accident totals ac- 
tually increased. At 12% of the in- 
tersections accident frequency re- 
mained the same, and at 54% acci- 
dent occurrence was reduced. Sim-

Lasell Jr. College 

Makes Appeal For 
Tax Exemption 

Lasell Junior College of Auburndale 
has taken an appeal to the State 
Board of Tax Appeals from the ac- 
tion of the Newton Board of Asses- 
sors in taxing properties valued at 
$133,550 and owned by the college. 
These properties include the former 
Woodland Park Hotel on Washington 
street, assessed for $75,500; three 
houses and adjoining land on Wood- 
land road and Berkeley place assessed 
for $17,500, $8500 and $7400; and va- 
rious parcels of land. Two of the 
houses taxed are occupied as dwell- 
ings by Guy M. Winslow, principal of 
Lasell and Walter A. Amesbury, treas- 
urer. The former hotel building had 
been used as a dormitory and school 
for younger girls, but was vacant for 
a couple of years. 

The appeal is taken on the ground 
that the income of Lasell is used for 
educational purposes and that the 
houses occupied by the officials of the 
college are not owned by the indi- 
viduals residing in them, but are the 
property of Lasell, and that the use 
of these buildings is part of the com- 
pensation received by the principal 
and treasurer. In past years other 
properties owned by Lasell and ex- 
empted from taxation, had a total as- 
sessed valuation of $1,389,500.

End Local Control 
Of WPA Projects 

The Hiippiuntlng of the ERA by the 
WPA in tlie distribution of relief by 
the Federal government has brought 
about the end of local administration 
in cities and towns. States have been 
divided into districts. Massachusetts 
has been divided Into six districts and 
Newton is included In a district which 
is composed of Middlesex and Norfolk 
counties together with Chelsea, Re- 
vere and Winthrop of Suffolk Coun- 
ty. The director of this district is 
Byrle J. Osborn of Brookline. Harold 
Young who has served as local ad- 
ministrator of ERA in Newton since 
November. 1933 will officiate as the 
city’s representative in WPA projects 
in Newton. He will serve in a liaison 
capacity between this city and the 
WPA district officials. Alterations 
were being made at the old Adams 
School building on Watertown street, 
Newtonville to permit its use as WPA 
headquarters for Newton when the in 
formation was received concerning the 
termination of local WPA administra- 
tion and the substitution of State dis- 
tricts. 

WPA allotments of money will be 
assigned to State districts, but allo- 
cations will be made to the various 
projects which are approved for cities 
and towns. It is expected that projects 
will lie planned which will provide 
employment until July 1st of next 
year. Workers on WPA projects will 
he employed 22 six hour days each 
month instead of 3 eight hour days 
eaeh week as they were under ERA 
The compensation to be paid on WPA 
projects is based on the following 
schedule unskilled labor. $55 j**r 
month; intermediate or semi-skilled 
workers (including clerks, timekeep 
era, mechanics' helpers, etc.) $65 per 
month: skilled workers, $85 per 
month; “white collar" workers, $94 
per month; supervisors of projects, 
$110, $130 and $150 per month. 

Six hundred persons have been en- 
gaged on ERA projects in Newton and 
this number is now on the WPA lists 
— 534 men and 66 women. No new 
registrations are being received from 
applicants for relief, and only those 
whose applications were received and 
whose names were on the lists prior 
to May 30th will receive consideration 
when any vacancies occur due to pres- 
ent WPA workers obtaining employ-

8 Injured When 
Autos Collide at 
Beacon- Walnut Sts. 


Two automobiles collided with ter- 
rific force Sunday morning at 11:15 
at the wide-open Intersection of Bea- 
con and Walnut streets, Newton Cen- 
tre.

Being Sent to Residents 

Secretary H. S. C. Cummings of the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association Discusses Subject

At the meeting of the Newton Beard 
of Aldermen next Monday evening fur- 
ther consideration will be given to 
the proposals for the city to take land 
for school purposes in the Oak Hill 
section. Mr. Henry S. C. Cummings 
of Oak Hill street. Newton Centre, 
who is secretary of the Oak Hill Im- 
provement Association, has taken an 
active interest in the question. M # r 
Cummings has prepared the following 
letter regarding the various sites un- 
der consideration which is being sent 
to members of the Board of Aldermen 
and to residents of the Oak Hill dis- 
trict. 

’ The meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday evening. Aug. 12th, 
concerns itself with the proposal that 
the City take land on property lo- 
cated on Dedham street adjoining the 
Charles River Country Club known as 
Hyacre Farm’ and owned at one time 
by Timothy W. Murphy now of Ja- 
maica Plain. The property consists 
of 30 acres of land on which is a home 
and bam and the assessed value is 
supposed to be around $30,000. 

“At the hearing several weeks ago 
the Oak Hill District appeared be- 
fore the Aldermen and made a very 
spontaneous and genuine appeal that 
the City recognize the need of pro- 
viding adequate school and playground 
facilities for the children residing in 
this section of the city and I believe 
most of you fully appreciate the prob- 
lem of safety, transportation and ur- 
gent immediate need for a Grade 
School for the three hundred or more 
children in the District who might 
use such a school. 

“There has been difference of opin- 
ion however concerning the most de- 
sirable placing of this school so as to 
most fully develop the community 
from the point of view of the city’s 
interest as well as the residents of 
the district. Were it not for the far 
seeing vision of Arnold Hartmann in 
developing the Oak Hill Village it is 
doubtful if we would be here tonight 
arguing on this subject. The district 
has developed attractively, wisely and 
progressively. No lovelier home site 
developments in Massachusetts can 
be found than exists within the Oak 
Hill District, which is a tribute we 
gladiv make to the developers of these 
several properties.' ' 

“A ‘Planned Community’ has been 
the dream of its founders for years 

a dream of lovely substantial homes 

surrounded by trees and gardens, by 
brooks and winding roads. An area 
inviting to all for its natural appeai. 
its wholesome provisions for recrea- 
tional activities, golf, riding, archerv. 
swimming, and walking, etc. Its free- 
dom from congestion and a feeling of 
relaxation and beauty within the reach 
of all the residents and their respec- 
tive families. 


“In the last dozen years the growth 
has been persistent and emphatic. 
The community has attracted the type 
of residents who have built lovely 
homes and have helped this dream to 
become a reality. There still remains 
a lot of beautiful property for a con- 
tinuation of this pleasing sort of de- 
velopment and yet it will not always 
he possible to acquire suitable land 
for distinctly recreational and school 
purposes as exists in the district now 
and which therefore should be fully 
weighed, argued and studied with a 
pioneering thought-producing vision 
so that our actions today will lead 
to pride and satisfaction in retrospect 
in the years to come. 

“The Oak Hill District Improvement 
Association believes that it has an 
obligation to you to place before you 
the facts at their disposal relating to 
the several sites under consideration. 
It recognizes that the selection of a 
site is naturally a controversial one, 
as benefits accrue to one or another — 
favorably or otherwise — by the way 
the matter is finally settled. It has 
steadfastly argued that the impera- 
tive need is a SCHOOL and has at- 
tempted to avoid being involved in 
the problem of its exact location pro- 
viding the school site is centrally and 
conveniently located and that ade- 
quate facilities be provided for play- 
ground purposes for the children. We 
j are therefore going to try to bring 
; cut the outstanding advantages and 
arguments that may help you in de- 
' termining which of the three sites 
should be considered and you will ap- 
preciate that this neutral attitude Is 
in fairness to our membership which 
includes partial interests for these 
different sites. 

The Original Site is properly located 
in the area back of Country Club rd. 
extending toward Grteuwood street 
and Dudley rd.. northwest toward the 
Turnpike running parallel to Parker 
st. It is supposed to contain about 
forty acres, which includes ample flat 
land for recreational development — a 
woody section and a knoll on which is 
projected a school site. The property 
is in a generally low area which 
wonld require drainage operations but 
experts believe the problem is no more 
impossible nor expensive than a half 
ither playground drainage op- 
erations in the Xewtori% already suc- 
cessfully completed. The tract of land 
will need road development as well 
as drainage attention but the belief 
is definite that the cost would not be 
unreasonable and because of Gov- 
ernmental assistance as to labor costs 
the opportunity is ripe for initiating 
land improvement, designed to elim- 
inate to a considerable extent the mos- 
quito nuisance, which harasses the 
community, as well as preparing the

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THE NEW DEAL SETBACK 

The results of the elections in the neighboring state of 
Rhode Island are not surprising. For the past several years 
we have been experimenting with new ideas, new methods, 
and new bureaus of governmental administration. In the 
northeastern states particularly these experiments have proved 
far from beneficial as a whole and in many quarters extreme 
dissatisfaction has been expressed by leaders in both the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties. The congressional election 
in Rhode Island was based largely upon the question of the 
New Deal. The Republican candidate waged a campaign in 
which he pledged himself t<> oppose the New Deal in every 
detail of its present form. His election cannot be regarded as 
anything but a refutation of the New Deal by the voters of 
that district. It is true that the Republican candidate liberal- 
ized his platform to some extent to include payment of the 
veterans' bonus and other matters affecting local conditions 
which doubtless had a partial bearing upon his success. In 
various parts of the state, however, the vote on other matters 
proved conclusively that there is a decided trend away from 
the theories being expounded by the Federal administration. 

A Republican mayor was elected in a Rhode Island city 
where for the past seventeen years the city has been in Dem- 
ocratic control. In the industrial sections of the state where 
many of the voters are millworkers and small wage earners a 
clear disapproval of the processing tax feature of the New Deal 
was expressed. As to state matters the voters indicated their 
dislike of the appropriations of huge sums of moneys for bond 
issues for various kinds of constructions. Yet at the same time 
they showed a sincere desire to provide for the necessary re- 
lief which is paramount in all quarters. 

The question which many are asking is whether or not the 
election results in Rhode Island are indicative of a trend back 
to the normal functions of government. Time alone will ans- 
wer that question. There are many signs that such a trend has 
begun. With the Rhode Island election to give the Republican 
party additional faith in the fundamental principles of Am- 
erican government the coming presidential campaign gets 
away to a fine start. With renewed vigor and renewed hope 
the task is far from impossible. "* 


THE ELEVATED STRUCTURE 

The removal of the much discussed Boston elevated struc- 
ture is a question which is of considerable interest. There are 
doubtless but very few who would not like to see the greater 
part of this unsightly structure removed and replaced by a 
rapid transit subway. The removal would also make it pos- 
sible to improve traffic conditions on some heavily traveled Bos- 
ton streets. There are many angles .which enter into the solu- 
tion of this problem chief among them being the effect of such 
an undertaking upon the financial condition of the city of Bos- 
ton. On the verge of going broke an additional burden of any- 
where from 37 to 58 cents upon the Boston tax rate would be 
almost too much to bear. While it is a desirable improvement 
for various reasons it is a dangerous project to begin from 
economic and financial reasons. Public clamor favors the 
removal of the elevated but if the public at large realized the 
effect it will have upon the taxpayer there would be far less 
sentiment for it. -

He 
received the severe penalty of a sen 
tence of 5 days in Jail. And then 
the sentence is suspended. It is this 
sort of thing that is responsible for 
murder and maiming by njotor ve- 
hi< h s, a typi i 'i slaughter vt hlch has 
grown to appalling figures in this high- 
ly civilized country of ours. 


Two of tiie three members of the 
revamped Newton Board of Health arc 
near neighbors in Waban.

When some of the drivers of auto- 
mobiles involved in collisions nt Wal- 
nut and Beacon sts.. Newton High- 
lands. are properly fined or given jail 
sentences for reckless driving, 
there will be fewer accidents at this 
intersection. Unobstructed views are 
afforded to autoists approaching from 
any direction, yet collisions frequent- 
ly occur there. They are invariably 
caused by one or both drivers in- 
volved disobeying traffic laws. 


The comment of former Governor 
Ely regarding the result of the Con- 
gressional election in Rhode Island 
would get more attention from many 
citizens of Massachusetts if Mr. Ely’s 
record as Governor had not been open 
to so much criticism because of the 
parole and pardon activity which 
sullied his administration. And the 
criticism which Mr. Ely cast at the 
prevalence of gambling in connection 
with horse and dog races is funny in 
view of the fact that such gambling 
became legal in this State before be 
retired from office. 


Tiie Republican victory in Rhode 
Island does not mean a return to 
power of this party at the next Pres- 
idential election. The district where 
the Democrat candidate was defeated 
is a textile center and the campaign 
arguments against the processing tax 
were effective. Also the Democrats 
were divided in that district and pow- 
erful leaders had not supported the 
Democratic candidate. President 
Roosevelt’s administration is still 
popular in those sections of the coun- 
try where hundreds of millions have 
been bestowed to agriculturists, and 
where unemployed have been t lie re- 
cipient of much more liberal relief 
than has come to New England and 
Massachusetts. 


Senator Arthur W. Hollis deserves 
praise for his determined fight 
against Governor Curley’s efforts to 
put across the bill to take practically 
all control of billboards from cities 
and towns. 

The Newton Welfare .Department 
must care for hundreds of additional 
cases during the next few weeks be- 
cause of the curtailment of relief b} 
the Federal Government. Of course, 
there is no connection between the 
result of the Rhode Island election and 
the failure of the WPA officials at 
Washington to approve projects and 
send funds for those who are on the 
ERA or WPA lists.

Mr. Gallagher 
spoke of the great influence that two 
men had upon his early life neither 
of whom ever knew that Mr. Gallagher 
had admired their actions and would 
have been greatly shocked to learn 
of their ever doing anything the least 
out of the way. 

Turning then to the Rotarian or 
Kiwanian who in consciously endeav- 
oring to help some youngster feels 
that he isn’t accomplishing very much 
after all. Mr. Gallagher spoke a word 
of cheer. In the first place, that one 
life influenced for the better will in 
turn spread tho good on to others and 
the effort will be much expanded in 
directions that the originator will 
know nothing of. In the second place, 
if the results are not what were 
planned and if the whole thing seems 
to have been rather futile there have 
been undoubtedly very worthwhile 
products that were not expected. Such 
a probability is well developed in the 
story of two travelers who came upon 
a hunter with a fine lot of coon pelts. 
As they admired the pelts and con- 
gratulated the hunter they were sur- 
prised at his indifference and found 
that he was greatly disappointed lie- 
cause he had set out for otter and in 
his own mind his expedition had 
proved barren indeed. 

A tnlk of this type necessarily loses 
much in reporting, but there was no 
doubt in the minds of those present 
but that Kiwanis had indeed “builded” 
well in choosing for the Governor of 
the New England District a man with 
Mr. Gallagher’s ideals.

Bar results may be expected wher- 
ever signal installations are not 
based on careful engineering studies 
of the specific problem at each loca- 
tion.” 

A signal is recommended at the in- 
tersection of Washington, Waltham, 
Watertown and Chestnut sts. because 
of the confusion and lack of order in 
the movement of traffic. The report 
states that accidents which signals 
cannot prevent are — rear-end colli- 
sions. accidents involving pedestrians 
struck by vehicles turning right or 
left, pedestrians crossing against the 
lights, many of the left turn acci- 
dents, accidents due to excessive 
speed, recklessness, drunkenness, in 
attention. 

The report recommends that all 
non-flashing beacons at street inter- 
sections in* replaced with the flashing 
type and that a number of beacons 
which have not been in operation for 
a long time be placed in working or- 
der again.

property for its dream of complete- 
mss in providing of such recreational 
facilities. 

The Original Site includes property 
generously offered to the City by a 
number of citizens and the Associa- 
tion takes this opportunity publicly 
to express the gratitude and profound 
appreciation for the generous spirit and 
community interest shown by these 
donors of land. It is the hope Hint 
if this plan is deemed preferable to 
others under consideration that the 
Barry’s will join in making the grant 
possible without the taking of land in 
the spirit and interest of a better and 
more beautiful Community. The prop- 
erty would eventually offer facilities 
for a "model business district” and 
parking areas and it would be expected 
that a road would connect Parker to 
Greenwood streets. Perhaps later a 
road would surround the proposed 
Paik. offering a safety zone for the 
children. 

In fairness to this proposition it 
should he stated that tiie improve- 
ment of this area for Pnrk, Recrea- 
tional and Playground purposes is a 
distinct and separate undertaking 
with relation to the proposed school 
and although naturally considered to- 
gether is justifiably a capital improve- 
ment to the Community of equal value 
to tiie School in the District which 
it would serve. 

The Greenwood Street property now- 
owned by tiie Barry’s is a tract of 
land located near Meadowbrook road 
and comprises a land acreage of ap- 
proximately 26Vj acres. It has the 
advantage of being on higher land, 
tints avoiding immediate drainage op- 
erations and the back land could easi- 
ly be adapted for a modest sized play- 
ground, suitable for children using the 
grade school. The approach to the 
Site would require lilrle additional 
road construction — witli the possible 
exception of a continuation of Mea- 
dowbrook road to Greenwood street 
and some right of way path from Par- 
ker street to the Site, for children de- 
siring to walk from that point. The 
chief virtue of this property is that 
highway traffic would be almost exclu- 
sively confined to school transporta- 
tion movements which is an important 
safety consideration. However, the 
land is considerably distant from the 
Charlemont and Walnut street dis- 
tricts which would naturally attend 
the school and would seem therefore 
to make serious consideration of this 
property improbable. 

The Hyacre Farm property is loca- 
ted off Dedham st. opposite the hehd 
of Parker st. and hounded on one side 
by the entrance to the Charles River 
Country Club. It was at one time the 
property of John T. and Timothy \Y. 
Murphy and has many desirable qual- 
ities. The land is within a quarter 
mile from the theoretical center of 
school population for tiie District but 
that much nearer the present center 
if the Charlemont and Walnut street 
sections are considered. The exten- 
sion of Parker street through to Win- 
chester street would lie a natural de- 
velopment — opening land for home- 
sites in that back area. There would 
be ample opportunity for playground 
facilities on high level sightly land 
at the crest of the knoll if the City 
should acquire it. It offers a very 
magnificent location for a school — 
easily reached from all directions and 
with practically no drainage problem 
at all. What it lacks is the oppor- 
tunity for a Community Park and a 
model business development — which 
Is admittedly more perfectly located 
on the original proposed site. There 
is also the possibility that Dedham 
and Parker streets will he increasing- 
ly used as thoroughfares for automo- 
bile traffic over which a majority of 
children might be required to cross. 

"The City has been generously of- 
fered a gift of several acres of this 
property by the owner for either 
school or playground purposes and in 
the opinion of many offers the most 
suitable property for strictly school 
purposes. The school structure might 
he placed where the present dwelling 
now stands or midway between this 
house and the Golf Club. It is under- 
stood that the owner of the Hyacre 
property would consider any reason- 
able offer if this land should he used 
for such a public purpose and the As- 
sociation is grkteful for this gener- 
ous and timely offer. 

“Now, Gentlemen, we rest this evi- 
dence before you. Our primary need 
is a ‘School’. We would naturully like 
to see you help us realize our dream 
of providing a Park, Recreutionul and 
Playground facilities; modifying of 
tiie mosquito nuisance; and of improv- 
ing land for the attracting of further 
desirable residential development in 
addition to the school project. This 
you must determine for us! We look 
forward to u quiet orderly expansion 
of Oak Hill hacked by these worthy 
and reasonable improvements. We 
feel the City will be well rewarded 
for the investment in such projects 
and in years to come perhaps we can 
thank God for our foresight, vision 
and action in wisely determining tiie 
better of these several plans.”

“Highs” and “Lows” Mean 

Much to the Weather Man 

Locations of regions of high and low 
pressure are vitally important to the 
weather man. When he reads his own 
barometer, which is an instrument for 
weighing air, he can see at a glance 
whether its mercury column or indi- 
cator is rising or falling. A falling 
barometer indicates that the air about 
it Is becoming less dense — lighter — and 
t lint an atmospheric disturbance, quite 
likely a storm, is on its way. The old 
mariner's barometer was his best 
friend, writes John A. Menaugh, in the 
Chicago Tribune, as it is the weather 
man’s constant adviser. Areas of high 
and low pressure are ever on the move 
over the surfnee of the earth. These 
movements are the cause of winds, and 
the winds, coupled with other factors, 
such as temperatures and humidity, 
bring ubout the atmospheric disturb- 
ances. Winds affect temperature. Tem- 
perature creates winds. Variations of 
nlr pressures cause air currents. Air 
currents shift areas of high and low 
nlr pressure. All factors are combined 
In one way or another to create 
changes. And back of the whole nat- 
ural business of the weather are the 
rnys of the sun, only one two-billionth 
fraction of which reach the earth. 


Troy Sixth City on Site 

Digging Into the desert sands of 
Asia Minor an expedition from the 
University of Cincinnati discovered 
some Interesting facts about ancient 
Troy and Its site, says Pathfinder Mag- 
azine.

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Velocity of River* I* 

Greatest at Beginning 

As rivers usually have their sources 
on very high ground, their velocity Is 
greatest nt the beginning of their 
course, which Is for many strenms a 
succession of rapids and waterfalls. 

The velocity of falls, which Is often 
enormous, cannot very well be Included 
In any estimate of velocity of rivers, 
although the Impetus given by rapids, 
as well as the general Inclination of 
the bed of the stream, hns a most Im- 
portant Influence on the rate of Its 
current. 

But the velocity of a river does not 
altogether depend on the slope of Its 
bed. says a writer In the Cleveland 
rian Denier. Much is owing to Its 
depth and volume; most rivers, there- 
fore, flow with varying velocity at dif- 
ferent seasons of the year. Further- 
more, bends In the course, Jutting 
peaks of rock, or other obstacles, Inter- 
fere with Its speed, so that the water 
of a river flows at different velocities 
at different parts of Its bed; it moves 
slower at the bottom than at the sur- 
face and at the sides than at the 
middle. 

There Is no stream that has a regu- 
lar current of 50 miles an hour or even 
half that. The lower Amazon flows at 
the rate of three miles an hour. The 
Mississippi, In the lower course, has a 
velocity of about three and a half miles 
an hour. The Congo has for many miles 
above its mouth a current of about seven 
miles an hour, the Impetus of Its great 
falls extending for a great distance 
below them. The Nile, similarly Influ- 
enced. moves for a long distance at 
nine miles an hour. 


Chihuahua, Mexican Dog, 

Supposed to Be Oldest 

The Chihuahua Is a Mexican dog, 
named for the northern state of Mex- 
ico bordering along the Rio Grande. 
It Is supposed to be the oldest dog in 
America, having been bred by the 
Aztec Indians, states a writer In the 
Washington Post. The outstanding 
characteristic of the breed Is its large 
ears, held erect and slightly flaring 
to the side. 

The standard describes the Chihua- 
hua as a tiny dog, weighing from 2 to 
6 pounds, compact, alert and terrior- 
like. His coat Is short, smooth and 
soft of almost any color, preferably 
solid or marked, like Ohlqulta's black 
and white. He hns an apple domed 
head; large, luminous, dark eyes, and 
a short, moderately pointed nose. His 
body is compact, short coupled but 
slender, well ribbed, tucked up in the 
loins, and deep-chested. The legs are 
slender, well sinewed, with small 
dainty feet and strong, moderately 
long nails. His tail is fairly long and 
carried cycle-shaped. 


Hours and Minute* 

The splitting up of the hour and 
the minute each into what is seem- 
ingly a curious division, sixty parts, 
Is a link with one of the most ancient 
of peoples — the Chaldeans, or early 
Babylonians. The Chaldeans (so 
named by Daniel as meaning "astron- 
omers”) reduced their study of tha 
heavens to something almost mathe- 
matically exnct. They realized that 
the sun made a complete circle of the 
heavens in the course of the year and 
so arrived at the degree — approxi- 
mately the distance traveled by the 
sun each day. It was their custom to 
reckon in terms of sixties and multi- 
ples of sixty, and later astrologers 
followed their example and split up 
the hour Into sixty small or minute 
parts and called them minutes. The I 
minute, in turn, was divided into sixty 
parts and so we get the seconds — the 
second sub-division of the hour. 


Origin of “Yankee Doodle” 

"The tune of ‘Yankee Doodle,”’ said 
S. J. Adair Fitz-Gerald in his "Stories 
of Famous Songs,” ‘‘has been traced 
ns far back as Oliver Cromwell’s time, 
when, in words similar to our own, it 
was sung in derision of the great pro- 
tector (or usurper. whichever you like). 
The air was handed down to the Puri- 
tans, and Anally became a New Eng- 
land Jig. In the natural order of things, 
it was At ted with appropriate words by 
some revolutionary rhymester, and | 
served such an excellent purpose in 
satirizing the British troops that It 
was ndopted throughout the colonies 
as the patriotic song of the sons of 
liberty.” 


Highest National Park 

The highest national pHrk in Europe, 
created by the Italian government’s 
decree, is made up of the 210,000 acres 
at the Stelvlo pass, an Alpine passage 
way, the highest into Italy, Including 
mountain groups with 00 peaks averag- 
ing nearly 10,000 feet. A paradise for 
climbers and skiers, the region is pri- 
marily Intended for the preservation of 
the rare fauna found in the richly con- 
ifer-wooded lower slopes. 


Poland'* Gateway to Sea 

On a spit of land jutting Into the 
Baltic seu, where a few years ago a 
few fishermen dried their nets and 
stored them in upended boat-halves and 
women burled potatoes in struw-lined 
sand pita for the winter, their stands 
today the modern majestic port of the 
Baltic — Gdynia, Poland’s gateway to 
the seu.

In the homes of these regions, in the 
red lug cabins that dot the countryside, 
the people, proud of their past, are 
even more proud of the great national 
urts uml crafts revival.

Amphibian “Family Tree” 

Traces Ancient Fossils 

A “family tree” of amphibians and 
reptiles, tracing their development 
from the oldest fossil records to the 
present time, and a selection of mount- 
ed skeletons of typical reptilians, are 
shown in an exhibit at Field Museum 
of Natural History, Chicago. 

The reptilian family tree shows that 
existing amphibians and reptiles rep- 
resent but a small remnant of the 
great numbers which flourished In the 
past. The first amphibians nourished 
hundreds of millions of years ago. Like 
the reptiles they declined greatly. A 
single group has survived in the form 
of .salamanders and highly specialized 
frogs. 

Reptiles are traced from the Moso- 
zoic era, or “age of reptiles." Several 
extinct groups, together with ancestors 
of those living today, dominated the 
animal world at that time, some ninety- 
five million years ago. During that 
period the first birds and mammals 
were evolved from the reptiles und 
their origins are traced on this family 
tree.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a hearing 
was held on the matter of improving 
and accepting Rumford ave. at the 
expense of the taxpayers of Newton 
and without cost to owners of abut- 
ting land. Rumford ave. is a short 
street that runs from the junction of 
River and Lexington sts.. West New- 
ton, across a swamp adjoining the 
Charles River to the Waltham line. 
It is a narrow roadway used for 
years by the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway as a part of the routes 
for its electric car line from New 
ton to Aulmrndale.

Recently a petition was circulated 
to get signatures asking the City of 
Newton to improve and accept the 
street as it has become dangerous 
for the M & B busses which travel 
over it. One of those prominent in 
circulating this petition is an em- 
ployee of the M & B company. At 
the hearing on Monday night the 
only person to speak in favor of the 
proposal was a woman who stated that 
she is treasurer of the Waltham Paint 
& Varnish Company, located on Rum- 
ford ave. She stated that trucks 
coming to that factory use the road 
and it is in a dangerous condition at 
present. , 

Alderman Temperley objected to the 
street being improved at the expense 
of taxpayers. He said there are no 
residences on the street and he asked 
where the petitioners for this free 
street improvement were? 

President Gordon of the Aldermen 
explained that the recommendation 
for the improvement came from Mayor 
Weeks.

Hartmann Speech 
On Oak Hill 

School Site 

Strong Argument Against Th 
Choice of Murphy Site 

Arnold Hartmann of Rosalie rd. 
Oak Hill, read a detailed argument 
giving reasons why the selection of 
the Murphy property for a school and 
playground will he unwise and of far 
Ihhs advantage to the future of the 
district than the area discussed at th 
hearing on July 15th. 

Mr. Hartmann said — 

It is quite evident from the interest 
shown here tonight that the resident: 
of the Oak Hill District want a school 
NOW. In their anxiety to get it they 
seem willing to have the school lo- 
cated ANYWHERE In the district — 
just so long as they get it NOW. 

I think there is more involved her< 
than just getting a school. A most 
important consideration is that th 
school shall be located centrally in the 
district so that it will serve the com- 
munity efficiently for 15 or 20 years. 
In deciding upon a site this must be 
the main consideration — that it is so 
situated that it will serve the com- 
munity efficiently for 15 to 20 year; 

l am here to protest against the 
taking of the Murphy site as it does 
not meet the needs of the community 
at the present time and it will not 
meet its needs in t lie future. 

The site indicated for the school 
and playground comprises about 
acres set back about 500 feet from 
Dedham street, at the top of a knoll 
The location for i lie school would b 1 
fine, giving it a commanding view of 
tlie country, but behind the school 
where it is proposed to have the play 
ground, the land slopes down hill 
toward a pond and swamp and there 
is a difference in grade from the front 
to the back of the playground of from 
6 to 8 feet and it could not be used 
for play purposes without consider- 
able expense for grading and filling 
Tlie area for playground is much too 
small for present day needs and there 
is no recreation area for the com- 
munity. 

Location -Tlie Murphy land is on the 
wrong side of Dedham street for a 
suitable location for a school. It is 
on tlie south side of the street. The 
census of children of school age. 4-11 
years who live in tlie district today 
shows 22 living on the south side of 
Dedham street and 146 living on th< 
north side. 

To enable the 4b children from tin 
Charlemont district and Wincheste 
street to walk to this school it will lie 
necessary to extend Parker st. through 
to Winchester st.. a distance of 2200 
feet. This will cut through the Vol- 
ante farm back of the Murphy site and 
nt across the Charles River Country 
Club fairway near tlie 2nd green or 
through the neighboring Jacobs prop- 
erty. The plan shows a street near the 
entrance of the Charles River Country 
Club, beginning at Dedham street, run- 
ning south 500 feet ami then west in 
front of the school lot 400 feet, mak- 
ing a total of 900 feet of street to be 
built, or a grand total of 3.100 feet at 
say $15 per foot, will have to be built 
at a cost of about $46,500 before the 
site can be used fully. 

Dedham street will soon become a 
main traffic artery and probably will 
carry as much traffic as many of the 
major highways in Newton. Baker 
street is now being widened as an

Majority of Oak Hill People 
Favor School On Adjoining 
Hurley-Badger Land 

Proposal To Place School On Murphy Property Less Popular 
At Hearing On This Plan 


For the second time in five weeks 
a large delegation of Oak Hill resi- 
dents caine to City Hall last Monday 
night to attend a public hearing on 
the matter of a site for the proposed 
new school at Oak Hill. On July 15 
about 75 persons residing in that sec- 
tion attended a hearing held before 
the Board of Aldermen and heard ar- 
guments offered in favor of the ac- 
ceptance of donations of 40 acres of 
land and the taking by the city by 
right of eminent domain of 7 addition- 
al acres of land for a school site, play- 
ground. parking space and streets 
which would create a large civic cen- 
tre at Oak Hill. Tlie sentiment of 
the Oak Hill folks at that hearing was 
preponderantly in favor of the plan: 
60 voting for it and 2 opposing One 
of the latter is not a resident of Oak 
Hill but owns property affected. 

Last Monday night at least 75 Oak 
Hill residents again came to City Hall 
to attend a bearing before the Board 
of Aldermen on another proposition 

bicli had suddenly been advanced; 

site for a school and playground on 
land which had been owned for years 
by Timothy .Murphy and known as 
Hyacre Farm, but. which for the past 
two years or so has been assessed 
in the name of James Murley of New- 
ton Centre. This propertv con- 
tains about 30 acres of land in addi- 
tion to a house and large barn. 

When President Gordon of the Al- 
dermen announced the hearing on the 
Oak Hill school site. Arnold Hartmann 
of Rosalie road. Oak Hill, asked for 
details regarding the proposal to shift 
tlie school site to the Murphy prop- 
erty. Gordon replied that Chairman 
of the Public Works Committee of 
the Aldermen. (Hutchinson) was not 
present, but the acting chairman, Al- 
derman Temperley might be able to 
give Mr. Hartmann the information. 
Alderman Temperley said— “We don’t 
know who the petitioners for this 
plan are. I know nothing about it.” 

George A. Benway of 529 Parker st. 

ivored the selection of the Murphv 
site for the new school. He said that 
he had opposed a new school at Oak 
Hill at the July 15th hearing, but 
realizing he was quite in the minor- 
ity. he had changed his mind. He 
said the Murphy land is high aiuf 
sightly, and the site proposed at the 
July 15th hearing is low land and 
damp. Mrs. Mona Lacy of 261 Xahan- 
ton st. said she prefers the Murphv 
site because it is more healthy and 
higher. John Finelli of Newtonville 
said he appeared as attorney for Pe- 
ter Volante of 391 Dedham' st. who 
owns 30 acres of land adjoining the 
Murphy property. Finelli said Volante 
favors the Murphy site because it has 
all the advantages for a school site 
being centrally located and on a high 
elevation. 

Henry S. C. Cummings. Secretary 
of the Oak Hill Village Improvement 
Association, speaking as an individual 
favored the choice of the Murphv site 
He saul that a school is needed at 
once in Oak Hill and that because of 
the controversy over the selection of 
a site, the association had not taken 
sides. 

Arnold Hartmann read a lengthy ar- 
gument against the Murphy site which 
is printed in full in an adjoining col- 
umn. James P. Esty of 961 Dedham 
street. Oak Hill, opposed the Murphy 
site. He said that while most Oak 
Hill residents want a school to be 
built at once, they are sorry to see an- 
other proposal brought in to compli- 
cate matters. He said the Hurley-Bad- 
ger-Hartmann site provides a large, 
level playground area, and that there 
will be much traffic along Dedham 
street in tlie coming years. Frank H. 


Shaw of 172 Dedham street said he 
was -orry to see the Murphy proposi- 
tion come in. He said there is much 
more than a school site to be consid- 
ered in the Oak Hill project. 

Anna Barry of Brookline asked 
where it is proposed to locate the 
school house on the area which in- 
cludes the 40 acres donated by Hur- 
ley. Badger. Hartmann and others? 
Hartmann replied— “On your land." 
Miss Barry answered— "This is news 
to m**. I have not contributed any 
land." Thomas Fallon of Olde Fielde 
Road. Oak Hill, said that he favored 
the use of the Hurley-Badger-Hart- 
mann site at the July 15th. hearing 
and still strongly favors it. He stated 
it would be good business for the city 
to accept this site and he could not 
understand when persons are willing 
to donate 40 acres of land, why a 
movement is on foot to reject this of- 
fer and serious consideration given to 
the purchase of a much smaller area 
for $30,000. He could not see the rea- 
son for selecting a site out of the cen- 
tre of the district. 

Alderman Guzzi called attention to 
the fact that the donations of the 40 
acres of land will involve the expen- 
diture by the city of a large amount 
of money in drainage, street building 
and other matters. Fallon asked — 
“Will it exceed $100,000?" Guzzi re- 
plied that he did not know. Fallon 
said that 70% of the cost could be ob- 
tained from the WPA. Timothy Mur- 
phy asked Fallon where he got the In- 
formation that the cost to the city if 
they selected his site would be 
$30,000? Murphy said the ctist would 
be nearer $10,000 and that he would 
give the city a couple of acres of land. 
Murphy said the Hurley-Hartmann 
; site is cold, boggy and malarial. Mrs. 
J. J. Gorman of Hagen road answered 
Murphy by saying that if the meadow 
land he referred to is so boggy and a 
menace, as he alleged, it should be 
improved if a school is to be erected 
anywhere in the vicinity. She said 
the Murphy site will not provide the 
needed playground for the Oak Hill 
district. 

Miss Gobinet Hurley of Hagen road 
said she could quote figures as to the 
alleged costs of the various projects, 
but she would do the unusual thing 
and quote poetry. She said — “A 
dreamer lives forever, but a toiler 
dies in a day.” She asked the aider- 
men not only to be practical .men. 
guarding the interests of citizens, but 
also to be men of vision and build for 
the future as did the cathedral build- 
ers of past centuries. She argued 
that by accepting the gift of the 40 
acres proposed at the July 15th. hear- 
ing. a school site will be provided, 
a large, centrally located playground, 
and the mosquito nuisance at Oak Hill 
will be largely abolished. Miss Hur- 
ley said if she were selfish, it would 
be to the financial advantage of her 
family to favor the Murphy site be- 
cause their land could then be devel- 
oped for home sites with a school 
nearby. She said that inasmuch as she 
had worked on the big project for so 
many years, and had advocated it so 
much, she did not want to abandon it 
now. 

A showing of hands was taken to 
ascertain the number of Oak Hill resi- 
dents or property owners present who 
favored the Hurley-Badger-Hartmann 
site, and the number who favored the 
Murphy site. Thirty-eight favored the 
former and 20 the latter. 

Miss Anna Barry asked President 
Gordon how the city could take her 
land. Gordon answered by right of 
eminent domain. Miss Barry again

FERGUSON UNBEATABLE 
IN BOSTON REGATTA 

Driving his blue Bombshell over the 
Charles River lower basin course at 
near-record speeds. Clinton Ferguson 
of Waban virtually and actually mon- 
opolized the amateur program of Bos- 
ton’s premier outboard motorboat re- 
gatta last Saturday and Sunday. The 
18-year old Wabanite won three firsts 
and one second out of four classes, and 
took away the expensive high point 
prize for amateurs, donated to the 
meet by his father. Commodore Stan- 
ley W. Ferguson of the Central New 
England Regatta Association. 

Ferguson had n perfect record in 
Saturday's races, winning two bents 
in Class m A and two in (’lass C. In 
Class A. the Bombshell led thirteen 
boats over the line in the first heat 
in 7m. 32 2-5s, making a speed of 
39.53 MPH, somewhat faster thnn the 
professionals were able to do. He then 
led both Class C heats, going nt an 
average speed of 47.80 in the first and 
fnster of the two. 

After the first day of racing. Fer- 
guson led the field with 1600 points by 
virtue of his four straight victories, 
and might have stayed at home on 
Sunday and still won the high point 
trophy. As a matter of fact, Clint wns 
barely nosed out of victory in Class 
B on thnt day. and won the Class F 
trophy on time. He took 600 points 
with a pair of seconds in Class B. 
while Lew Franco of New York had 
625 points after winning once and 
placing third. 

The Waban driver showed rare judg- 
ment when the Class F bents were 
run. as he retained his light motor 
instead of changing to the heavier 
and more powerful F type, knowing 
that he could control the light outfit 
easier over the choppy course. In 
the first heat Clinton won with a 
speed of 50.05 MPH. a new record for 
the type of motor he used, but dis- 
allowed because the race was for F 
type motors. He tied for the trophy 
in Class F with Joel Thorne of New 
Rochelle. N. Y.. but won the prize with 
the best elapsed time. This last vic- 
tory brought his total for the two-day 
amateur meet to 2900 points, while 
Thorne had 1561 in second and Lew 
Carlisle of East Islip. I,. I., last year’s 
winner of the Chicago gold cup re- 
gatta. was humbled to third place, 
with 992 points.

Vegitation in Mountain* 

On Ice-covered mountains It 19 Im- 
possible for plants to grow, except on 
the moraines of the glaciers or on 
slopes that are free of snow for a brief 
period in summer. In northern Siberia 
plants are known to survive tempera- 
tures as low as 70 below zero. Green 
plants must expose their chlorophyll or 
green coloring matter to the light, 
hence most water plants grow near the 
surface. In tlie case of the large ma- 
rine kelps anchored In deep water, 
their working bodies are floated up to- 
ward the light by air bladders. 


"Smokebuih” Is Deceiving 

In some desert canyons of our coun- 
try Is found what is commonly called 
tile “smokebush." Travelers are often 
deceived by the bluish-green branches 
which, from a distance, are easily mis- 
taken for tlie smoke of a camp tire. A 
somewhat similar bush is found in New 
Zealand but in this case the bush 
causes the distant burren mountain- 
side to appear dotted with grazing 
sheep. It is the haastia plant, better 
known to the natives as the “vegetable 
sheep."

Rotarians Hear 
Talk On Road 
To Recovery 

Mr. Frank L. Richardson, of the 
Newton Trust Company and the local 
Rotary Club, was the speaker at Mon- 
day’s luncheon at the Braeburn Club; 
and Ills subject was “On the Road to 
Recovery or to State Socialism ?’’ 

Appropriately enough his talk close- 
ly supplemented the remarks last 
week by James Gallagher, District 
Governor of Kiwanis. Mr. Gallagher 
had emphasized the necessity for a 
keen sense of personal responsibility 
on the part of every Rotarian and Ki- 
wunian in ills relations with other in- 
dividuals in the community and Mr. 
Richardson no less strongly pleaded 
for an equally keen sense of responsi- 
bility on the part of each member r f 
a service club in the matter of hit 
relations with the communities of his 
city, state, and nation. 

Mr. Richardson urged the necessity 
for every member to become well in- 
formed on local and national issues 
so tiiat he could make his opinion 
known, as a matter of civic dut>, to 
his representatives on Beacon Hill and 
Washington. In perfect accord with 
the speaker of last week, Mr. Richard- 
son pointed out that this was not a 
matter of club action through formal 
resolutions or statements hut was 
strictly something in which each mem- 
ber should feel a personal and individ- 
ual responsibility and take individ- 
ual action, the club serving, through 
its regular meetings, simply as a place 
where the member might obtain intel- 
ligent and reliable information. 

In treating the economic aspects of 
his subject, Mr. Richardson conceived 
of State Socialism as that condition 
in which, when carried to its ultimate 
extent, the State provides for every- 
one from birth to death; and if the 
State is to have this vast responsibil- 
ity it is a natural corollary that it 
must have the power to commandeer 
from each and every person his per- 
sonal services, indicating to each 
what lie should do and when and how 
he should do it. In other words, the 
price of State Socialism is the sacri- 
fice of personal liberty. 

It does not seem that we are head- 
ed towards anything of this kind in 
spite of what seems to many persons 
the very radical nature of much of 
the recent and proposed legislation. 
Rather it would seem that such of this 
legislation as has been passed or as 
seems likely to pass is. even in the 
face of the mistakes and blunders in- 
cident to every human undertaking, 
really working out for the protection 
of capital and of the individual. To il- 
lustrate this fact. Mr. Richardson dis- 
cussed at some length the legislation 
proposed by Carter Glass for the 
strengthening of the Federal Reserve 
System. 

Considering the present panic in the 
light of history, we seem to have 
passed through many of the phases 
which have been common to all panics 
in this country since 1840; causes 
have been similar in many respects; 
there have been similar disturbances 
in the matter of unemployment and 
strikes and similar unintelligent and 
extravagant and radical proposals for 
ending the depression; and today we 
are passing many of the landmarks on 
tlie road to recovery which History 
reveals as common to every economic 
upset. 

In short, we seem now to he defi- 
nitely on tlie Road to Recovery and 
that road is by no means leading us 
into State Socialism, but rather on 
to a greater security for Capital and 
for the individual. In the past, a 
great aid to recovery lias been tlie 
activities and hard work of competent 
legislators and in this present trouble 
it is tlie duty of every good citizen, 
and particularly of Rotarians, to aid 
these representatives with his best 
judgment and with his encouragement 
and thus to help offset tlie vicious 
power of minorities and radicals.

Newton was fortunate 
during July in that no cases of infan- 
tile paralysis were reported in this 
city. No reports of this dreaded dis- 
ease have been reported this month 
Two suspicious cases were investigat- 
ed hut were found not to be polio- 
myelitis.

Swim By Red Cross

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THE LEGISLATIVE SESSION ENDS 

The longest session of the General Court of Massachusetts 
has come to an end. Looking back over the past eight months 
it is apparent that the so-called Republican majority was more 
a myth # than an actuality. The turning point came in the middle 
of the session, when, despite clear evidence to the contrary, 
a Democratic member from Lynn retained his seat after a re- 
count of the contest was sought by his defeated Republican 
opponent. Since that time support for the Republican party 
dwindled until in the final weeks of the session there remained 
some eighty-three Republican loyalists who fought valiantly to 
prevent further huge expenditures by the state. The Governor 
was successful in his attempt to secure a road-building pro- 
gram of some $13,000,000 when 43 Republican members of the 
House and 7 Republican members of the Senate favored such 
a bond issue. A sufficient number of these members then re- 
joined the ranks of the minority to prevent a bond issue for a 
building program. It is undoubtedly true that some members 
of the Legislature favored the road-building program as an 
expression of their belief that the receipts from the gasoline 
tax should be used for road purposes and hot diverted to the 
general expenses of the Commonwealth as has been done in 
recent years. However, it cannot be denied, that these same 
members refused to recognize the method of expenditure of 
these funds only upon the approval of one individual, the Com- 
missioner of Public Works. They further refused to recognize 
the fact that the huge expenditures of moneys for the relief 
of unemployment has made little progress in this direction 
nationally and that England abandoned such a method of seek- 
ing recovery from the depression convinced that it was far 
from practical. 

Within five months more the Legislature will be in session 
once again and the public will watch with keen interest the 
actions of these same members. The coming session marks the 
completion of the terms of the present members and the fol- 
lowing fall many will undoubtedly be candidates for re-elec- 
tion. The question remains to be answered whether or not the 
voters will forget 1935? 


A DEMOCRATIC COUNCIL 

The appointment of Councillor Edmond Cote to the Fall River 
Finance Commission is not surprising to those who have even 
a slight knowledge of political affairs in this state. Neither is 
the probable replacement of Mr. Cote by a Democrat from 
the Bristol County district. Since the inauguration of Governor 
Curley in January various attempts to control the Council have 
been noticeably apparent. On many occasions two or three 
Republican members have voted with Governor Curley and yet 
on many other occasions the supposedly Republican majority 
have prevented the Governor from having his own way. Once 
the confirmation of Mr. Cote’s successor has been accomplished, 
a step which will undoubtedly be taken at the next meeting 
of the Council, the remaining four Republican members will 
find their tasks lighter in some respects and more arduous in 
others. No longer will the Republican members be obliged to 
withstand the political pressure that until now has been brought 
to bear upon them from many quarters. The future may well 
bring them together as a solidified minority group fighting for 
a clean and honest government. The reaction of the citizens 
of Massachusetts will, in time, we believe, take care of the 
situation.

Congratulations to the postoffice em- 
ployees on the 40-hour week which 
they are to enjoy starting Oct. 1 
Times have changed considerably since 
we entered the postal service as 
lerk in the early years of this cen- 
tury. Letter carriers then enjoyed 
48-hour week through effective or- 
ganization. and they were among the 
pioneers in this respect. But postoffice 
clerks were treated as pariahs. They 
had no mandatory salaries ns had the 
letter carriers, received lower salaries 
and there was no limit to the number 
of hours they had to work. The writer 
for several years averaged 11 Mi hours 
work on weekdays, worked every Sun- 
day morning and every other Sunday 
afternoon. The postofflee clerks by 
concerted effort obtained a 48-hour 
week and the same salary schedule 
as the letter carriers.

The question regarding the selection 
of a site for the proposed new school 
at Oak Hill was evolved into one of 
the most interesting complications 
which this city has witnessed in many 
years. Until about 15 years ago Oak 
Hill was almost entirely an agricul- 
tural section. It had been settled 
soon after the founding of Newtowne 
in the middle of the 17th century and 
for 260 years and more it had re- 
mained a farming district. Then Ar- 
nold Hartmann acquired a large area 
of land in Oak Hill and started to 
develop a high class residential dis- 
trict. A number of streets were built 
and attractive residences built on 
them. Children moved into Oak Hill 
with their parents, or were born there. 
The little school at Oak Hill, about 
three-quarters of a century old. and 
which had been unused for some 
years, was inadequate to serve the 
needs of the locality and t He children 
from Oak Hill had to attend public 
schools at Newton Centre. For several 
years Oak Hill residents have been 
urging that a new school he built 
there. 

Mr. Hartmann devised plans for a 
civic center at Oak Hill and over a 
year ago with a number of other 
property owners offered t He city about 
40 acres of land for a civic center 
which would include a large play- 
ground area, land for streets, and 
space for a parking place. A. small 
business zone was proposed to lie lo- 
cated adjoining the parking space. 
Nearly all of tills 40 acres is low land. 
In conjunction with this plan it was 
proposed to use 7 acres of land owned 
by Anna Barry off Greenwood street. 
Tlie proposal received favorable con- 
sideration from the Mayor and tho 
Planning Board. During the past year 
constant agitation by Oak Hill resi- 
dents for a new school brought this 
matter to a head. A public hearing 
was held before t ho Board of Aider- 
men on July 15th on the question 
of taking the 47 acres for the school 
site, playground, parking space and 
streets at Oak Hill. Of the large 
number of citizens present 60 voted In 
favor of the project, 2 voted against; 
one of the latter was a woman who 
Is not a resident of the city but whose 
property would be seized. A special 
committee of three Aldermen was ap- 
pointed to study the Oak Hill situa- 
tion. This wns a departure from the 
regular practice of the E(pard. Here- 
tofore' such questions have been re- 
ferred to the Public Works Commit- 
tee. About the same time deeds in es- 
crow were* given to the city by the 
persons who offered to donate the 40 
acres. It appeared more than prob- 
able that the plan would lie accepted. 

Then, a couple of weeks ago a new 
proposal was launched. According to 
tills plun the city would locute the 
Ouk Hill school on land which for 
many years had been known as the 
Timothy Murphy estute. Imt which for 
tiie past couple of years hus been as- 
sessed in the nuine of Janies Murley. 
Mr. Murphy, a Boston attorney, hud re- 


sided for about twenty years at 411 
Dedham st. He wns connected wtili 
the assessing department of the City 
of Boston and voted In that city. 

According to this latest plan, the 
school would be built on the Murphy 
estnte about 500 feet in from Dedham 
st. and several hundred feet east of 
Parker st. The city would build two 
60-foot streets from Dedham st. toward 
the school site and connect these two 
streets by n 60-foot street which would 
run In front of the school site. The 
site would Include six acres of land, 
part of which would be used for a play- 
ground. This playground would he at 
the rear of the school on a slope which 
drops IS feet from the top of a high 
ridge where the school building would 
ho erected. House lots would be laid 
out between the school building nnd 
Dedhnni st. nnd the school would even- 
tually he hemmed In from Dedhatn st. 
by residences. The estimated cost to 
the city for taking and Improving the 
Murphy site would be about $35,000. 

A third plan which has been con- 
sidered would locate the school 
the Barry estate near Greenwood st.. 
Oak Hill. About 11 ’a acres of the 
Barry estate would he taken by the 
city, in conjunction with about three- 
fourths of an acre of land now owned 
by John Sohworer. A new 50-foot 
street would be built adjoining this 
site from Greenwood st. to Meadow- 
brook rd.. and a foot path constructed 
to Parker st. The cost of acquiring 
and developing this site was estimated 
nt $86,000. 

The cost of developing the 47 
icres which includes the proposed 
land gifts by Hurley. Hartmann. Bad- 
ger and others has been estimated 
i very high figures. $235,000. In- 
luded in these are $40,725 for con- 
structing a street 80 feet wide and 
1900 feet long from Parker st. toward 
t lie school site and Greenwood st ; 
$i 17.000 for a circumferential high- 
way around the large playgrounds area 
and school site, and $67,300 for exten- 
sive drainage projects. The oalnnce 
is foi properly surfacing the play 
ground. 

Proponents of the Hurley-Hnrt- 
mann-Badger site state that these 
figures are far above what is neces- 
sary to he expended in the near fu- 
ture. The 80 foot approach street 
need not be built the entire length 
and the circumferential street need 
not lie built for years to come. They 
ontend that the resultant develop- 
ment of home sites in the vicinity 
would in a comparatively short time 
bring enough tax revenue to the city 
to adequately compensate for any ex- 
pense involved. It seems that the 
figures estimated certainly leave mar 
gin for lessening. 

The writer a few weeks ago criti- 
cised the action of Hie Mayor a.id 
School committee in giving preference 
to Oak Hill in the matter of needed 
new schools. But, since it iias been 
decided to erect a new school at Oak 
Hill, we agree with the Newton Plan- 
ning Board that it would he very 
short sighted if the city does not ac- 
cept the 40 acres offered for the 
school site and playground oil the 
land offered by the Hurleys, Hart- 
mann. Badger and others. This pro- 
posed location could be developed in- 
to a beautiful area. The vista across 
he broad meadow witli its fringe of 
wooded ridges gives the vision of what 
ould become one of the beauty spots 
of Greater Boston in years to come. 
Tlie allegation that the area is niost- 
a sort of bottomless pit is not 
borne out when one realizes that Par- 
ker st., one of tlie oldest highways in 
that part of Newton, is constructed 
across this same boggy area, and that 
it has carried heavy traffic for many 
years with little repairing necessary 
on it. There is no comparison between 
the wide expanse of 47 acres which 
this plan would provide, and the site 
about one-eighth tlie size on the Mur- 
phy land which would be enclosed by 
a residential area. It is certain that 
Oak Hill residents in years to come, 
if not in the immediate future, would 
demand a larger and better playground 
than that planned in conjunction with 
the school on the Murphy site. May- 
or Weeks and the Board of Aldermen 
will surely use vision and deserve 
tlie thanks of future generations of 
Newtonians if they select the site 
which includes the 40 acres to be do- 
nated.

ERA project to 80 feet from Spring 
street to the Newton line where 
changes Its name to Dedham stree 
It crosses the Veterans Parkway and 
will get traffic from there as well ns 
from Dedham via Spring street. Ded 
ham street will have all this traffic ns 
well as all the traffic from Newton 
street. Brookline, now widened to 80 
feet to the Newton line at Brookline 
street. 

And this proposal, if accepted, will 
make it necessary for 146 children 
88 per cent of the present school pop- 
ulation — children, little tots between 
the ages of 4 nnd 11 years to cross 
Dedham street twice or four times 
each day in walking to and from 
school. A veritable No Man’s land 
to he crossed twice or four time 
each day by* little children 4 to l 
years old. Would you want your chil 
dren to do this? Would you want any 
child to do It? Is this the way you 
plan to solve our problem of having 
a school in this district? 

A grade school, properly located 
should be near the centre of a circle 
with a radius of one-half mile, which 
gives it a diameter of one mile. Ni 
child would be more than one-half 
mile from its school. It should be so 
situated that when the area was built 
up. it would draw pupils from all 
directions toward its centre — its 
school. Let us apply this formula to 
the Murphy site. 

On the south side of Dedham street 
from tlie West Roxbury line on thi 
west to where Bound Brook road 
meets Dedham street on the west 
and from Dedham street to tlie Charles 
river comprises an area of about 1 
000 acres, which should furnish the 
large part of the school population 
for the Murphy site. But 782 acres or 
82 per cent of this is out of the pic 
ture ns a source of pupils for a school 
Tills 782 acres is made up ns follows: 
Charles River Country

It was interesting at the hearing on 
tlie Oak Hill school site before the 
Aldermen on Monday night to listen 
to Miss Anna Barry asking President 
Gordon as to how the city could take 
part of her property for u school site. 
Miss Barry was for years associated 
with one of Boston’s largest and most 
prominent law firms. 

Complaints have been made by resi- 
dents along Centre st. regarding large 
gravel trucks operated by a Water- 
town company which rattle at high 
speeds along that street from early 
morning hours and through the day. 
Mayor Weeks lias taken tlie matter up 
with Police Chief Hughes. 

Did you see tlie photographs in the 
newspapers of Howard C. Hopson, the 
executive of tlie gas and electric util- 
ities octopus? After gazing on Mr. 
Hopson’s classic features it is diffi- 
cult to believe that he could be en^ 
gaged in any activities other than 
those of the highest ethical type. 

Senator Arthur W. Hollis character- 
ized Senator Donald Nicholson of 
Wareham as a “political gymnust” 
on Tuesday when the politician from 
Wareham voted for Gov. Curley's 
bond measure after having denounced 
it a couple of days before. Nicholson 
replied "Wise men cliange their 
minds.” Nicholson is tlie person who 
had quite recently denounced Senutor 
Moran of Mansfield for not support- 
ing his fellow Republican Senators. 
Nicholson is also tlie person who a 
tew years ago bitterly opposed tlie 
old age pension and made tlie asser- 
tion that any old married folks who 
had reached the age of 70, who had 
no children to support them, and were 
not able to support themselves, were 
not entitled to much sympathy. The 
wise man'' from near Cape Cod is a 
man of hroud mind and kind lieurt. 
He has been the floor leuder of tlie 
Republican party in the Stule Sen- 
ute. With such leaders as he th 
G. O. P. should soon reguiu its former 
supremacy. 


It is safe to say that very little of 
this land will be used for homesites 
in the next 15 years and the greater 
part will never he used for this pur- 
pose. 

Taking the Murphy site as Jthe 
centre of a circle with one-half mile 
radius, we have a circle which has 
about one-half of its area in a dis- 
trict that will not furnish pupils for 
its school and the remaining area in 
the circle does not cover the district 
adequately between the Worcester 
Turnpike and Dedham street, where 
most of the future homes will he 
located. 

On the other hand, take the school 
site on the plan offered by Hurley, 
Badger, Hartmann, et al, as the centre 
of a circle with a one-half mile radius 
and we have a circle which includes 
about 90 per cent of land which is 
suited for homesites and will furnish 
pupils for its school. 

Tlie Murphy site can draw on pop- 
ulation from the north and very little 
from the west. Most of it will have to 
cross a main highway. The Hurley, 
Badger. Hartmann site is accessible 
from all directions. 

Another reason why the Murphy site 
should not he considered for a school 
site. This Murphy land 1 h best suit- 
ed for use as homesites and if used 
for this purpose, can produce, when 
built up, $900,000 of taxable prop- 
erty. which will pay the city $22,500 
in taxes each year. On the other hand, 
the Hurley, Badger, Hartmann site for 
school, recreation and parking is not 
suited for homesites and will bring in 
very little tax revenue but should it 
be accepted by the city, it would fav- 
orably affect the whole area between 
Dedham street and tlie Turnpike and 
furnish the city with a very large 
amount of taxable property. 

Recreational Needs of the Commun- 
ity — No provision is possible in the 
Murphy site for adequate recreational 
needs for the community. There 
doubtless were many reasons that jus- 
tified the city in the past in estab- 
lishing tlie custom of furnishing 2-3 
acres for playgrounds for grade 
schools. The MAIN reason probably 
was that school sites were not se- 
cured until the districts were well 
built up and land costs were so high 
that larger areas were out of the ques- 
tion. But tills condition does not exist 
in Oak Hill. 

In the old days, when the earlier 
grade schools were planned, the chil- 
dren could play safely in the streets 
so they did not need a large school 
playground. Now all this is changed. 
Tin* automobile has taken the streets 
away from the children. They can’t 
use them to play in as you older men 
did in your childhood. Also, with tlie 
change from a rural community with 
plenty of open land to play in, we are 
fast becoming a suburban community 
whose land is being used for home

Light Velocity Measured 

by Astronomer Roehmer 

Light velocity was tirst measured by 
tlte astronomer Roehmer In the Sev- 
enteenth century. It had been known 
for some time that a particular moon 
of the planet Jupiter underwent eclipse 
ut Intervals. Presumably It revolved in 
Its orbit at a regular rate, observes a 
writer in the Chicago Tribune and 
therefore Its eclipses should occur reg- 
ularly. But astronomers had observed 
that the time Intervals between these 
interplanetary time signals Increased 
for half the year and then decreased 
at the same rate Imek to their original 
value. 

Roehmer explained this fact as fol- 
lows : As a result of the earth’s an- 
nual Journey urouiul the sun, half the 
year we are moving away from Jupiter 
and the other half we are approuchlng 
It. Consequently the light from suc- 
cessive eclipses must truvel progres- 
sively increasing distances to reach us 
during hulf the year, und decreasing 
distances during the other hulf, arid 
requires respectively increasing uud 
decreasing times fur the trip.

The Constitution states: “New states 
may be admitted by the congress into 
this Union ; hut no new state shall he 
formed or erected within the jurisdic- 
tion of nny other state, nor any state 
be formed by the Junction of two or 
more of the states, or parts of states, 
without the consent of the legislatures 
of the states concerned, as well an of 
the congress." Political circumstances 
govern the admission of the states. 
Some territories have been made states 
though their population was only a 
handful; while Hawaii, with a popula- 
tion larger than that of several of the 
states, will probably never have other 
than a territorial government.

Name of Indian Village 

Mary Harris, of May Harris, re- 
puted to have been the tirst white 
woman resident in Ohio, was In her 
Infancy stolen by the Indians. She 
became the wife of Eagle Feather, a 
prominent warrior and chief, when she 
was living In tin* Indian village on the 
Muskingum at the age of twenty-five 
or thirty.

“Don’t Give Up the Ship” 

Was Lawrence’s Command 

It was Captain Lawrence who sain 
•’Don’t Give Up the Ship." and the 
occasion, the battle between rhe Amer- 
ican frigate Chesapeake commanded by 
Lawrence, and the British frigate 
Shannon, off Boston harbor, June 1. 
1S13, notes a writer In the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. Captain Lawrence was 
mortally wounded and his ship was 
captured. His last words before he 
died, and while the conflict was still 
raging were: "Tell the men to tire 
faster, and not to give up the ship; 
tight her till she sinks.” The para- 
phrase “Don’t give up the ship" soon 
became the motto of the American 
navy in many a campaign. 

Tlie reason that the words are often 
erroneously attributed to Commodore 
Perry is perhaps because of the fact 
that some time during the summer of 
IS13 some ladies of Buffalo had the 
words sewed on a fiag which they pre- 
sented to Perry for his flagship, the 
Lawrence. The fiag was used by him 
in the Battle of Lake Erie, September 
10, is 13. Perry’s fiag Is preserved a: 
the United States Naval academy. 


Rare Russian Instrument 

Gives Orchestra Effect 

A rare stringed musical instrument, 
centuries old, recalls the wild roman- 
tic age of Russia 3o0 years ago. with 
its lively music of carefree gypsies and 
fiery Cossacks. This instrument, which 
is called a tar. closely resembles a 
ukulele. 

The tar for hundreds of years has 
been the favorite musical instrument 
of the Inhabitants of old Uussiu and 
Georgia and the wild-riding Cossacks 
of the steppes. It has 13 strings and 
Is played in the manner of a banjo. 
When played very fast It gives the 
sound effects of an orchestra consist 
ing of 30 and more stringed lustru 
ments, says a writer iu the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 

Stringed musical instruments, which 
are now divided Into five different 
classes, according to the manner lu 
which the strings are set in vibration, 
are all developments of the Aeolian 
harp. This very crude instrument tirst 
consisted merely of a frame across 
which wires were stretched. Wind 
blowing across the taut metal strings 
produced various musical souuda.

The tlrst of these Is patience, and 
still more patience. 

This Is all the more necessary for 
the man or woman who Is not hy nn- 
tnre a horn trainer. There are few 
of these, ns stated; the average hu- 
man being will not And tralnlnp, either 
of self or others, easy, but will he 
helped hy a conscious prnsp of the 
theory and practice of patience. 

The second essential Is determina- 
tion. Call It perseverance. If you wnnt 
to. Whatever one calls It, It Is the 
same, and the need for It Is thorough- 
ly understood, especially with a stub- 
born dog. 

The third need Is kindness. 

The animal nature In the humnn 
must never meet the animal nature of 
the dog, but must substitute for It 
that true kindness which does not per- 
mit anger. Ire, choler. Impatience, to 
enter In. 

Then there Is a fourth quality, dif- 
ficult to name, hut comparatively easy 
to describe. In that It Is simply the 
ability to give praise when due, and 
the bravery to give reproof when de- 
served. 

With man or beast, this Is a rare 
quality, but in training the dog It Is 
the true proof of the pudding. Like 
obedience Itself, It pleases the dog, 
sets him up in his own esteem, nnd 
helps mnke the world a better place 
for him and all concerned. 


Turn All Statues Toward 

Easter Islanders’ Graves 

In some long-ago era of hustling en- 
ergy, Easter islanders turned out stat- 
uary by the ton. Using volcanic cra- 
ters on the island as quarries, the peo- 
ple carved out heads and torsos — lit- 
tle fellows 3 feet high, big fellows 20. 
30 feet, even one giant 70 feet tall. 
Both men and women were portrayed, 
writes Emily C. Davis. In the Wash- 
ington Star. 

They had a pattern for their art, and 
they stuck to It. The stone faces had 
to have long noses, disdainful mouths. 
Jutting eyebrows. 

In another quarry, workers ran a 
stone hat factory, hewing out a red- 
tinted stone for top hats to adorn the 
heads of grny stone giants. A red hat 
for a 30- foot giant would weigh full 
three tons. 

When an image was finished, the 
workers slid It down the hillside, and 
then somehow pulled or pushed the 
statues — some weighed ns much as 40 
tons — to an appropriate site. All the 
faces were made to turn inland, townrd 
the graves of Easter Island’s dead. 


Genius Inherited 

The fact that geniuses rarely have 
sons that are geniuses tends to prove 
that It Is Inherited, becnuse all theo- 
ries of human development agree that 
the better the environment the more 
likely It is to bring out any person’s 
abilities, and a genius would be more 
likely than any father not a genius 
to furnish a stimulating environment 
for his son. snys a writer In the De- 
troit News. Since many geniuses rise 
In poor environment nnd the son In 
question has failed to become a genius 
even In this exceptional environment. 
It Indicates that the father surely did 
not get his genius from his environ- 
ment, whether good or bad. but must 
have got it from his heredity, since 
we know of no sources of genius 
other than heredity and environment, 
or el«e the two combined. 


Presidential Succession 

It was at the Instance of Vice Presi- 
dent Hendricks’ death in November, 
1885, that the Presidential succession 
act was created In 1880. This act pro- 
vided an order of succession of the 
cabinet officers in the event of the re- 
moval. death, resignation or disability 
of President and Vice President. John 
Sherman was president of the senate 
pro tern at this time. It Is not likely 
that he would have taken the Pres- 
ident’s plnce. Perhaps congress would 
have taken some action, or one of the 
political parties. This situation has 
never arisen and there is no specific 
provision in the Constitution or In law 
to cover the point. — Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 


The Saar Basin 

The Snar basin lies north of Lor- 
raine, nnd contains about 738 square 
miles and 770,030 population (1920). 
Extensive coal fields occupy the mid- 
dle of the valley between Suarlouls 
to the northwest and the Saar river on 
the west These mines, which came 
Into German possession with the ter- 
ritory after the Franco-German war, 
produce annually more than 7,000,000 
tons of high grade coal and employ 
50,000 men.

Ptomaine Poisoning Not 

From Canned Vegetables 

For years there has been an Idea 
among the general public that ptoma- 
ine poisoning can be contracted from 
eating canned goods. Ptomaine poi- 
soning cannot come from canned fruits 
or vegetables — a botullnus poison may 
develop, snys an authority, through 
the use of canned foods which have 
spoiled from under-processing or Im- 
perfect sealing but such spoilage Is 
always detected by swelling of the can, 
discoloration or unpleasant odor nnd 
such food should he discarded. The 
same applies to fresh foods. Canned 
foods, like any other food product, are 
not always entirely blameless, but they 
present a minimum of danger. It Is 
quite usual In cases of poison to lay 
the blame on canned food, but not 
once has It been proven to be the 
cause. 

Those who work In canneries In- 
variably eat what their own factory 
packs, which proves the merit of the 
goods. 

Since canned fruits nnd vegetables 
are prepared from the best of rnw 
materials In a scientific nnd sanitary 
manner Its* food value must neces- 
snrlly be high. All the vitamins that 
were In the fresh products are re- 
tained after they are canned. 


Winnipeg, City of Furs, 

Is Capital of Manitoba 

In 1875 the little community of Win- 
nipeg. Manitoba, which bad grown up 
at the site of the old Hudson bay trad- 
ing post of Fort Garry was granted In- 
corporation under the name of Winni- 
peg. In 1870 Winnipeg had already 
been created capital of the newly or- 
ganized province of Manitoba. At that 
date the population was estimated at 
about 300. but In 1931 Winnipeg had a 
population of 218.785, not including the 
adjacent city of St Bonlfnce nnd sur- 
rounding suburbs outside the city 
boundaries. 

Early fur traders selected the point 
where the Asslnlbolne river flows Into 
the Red ns a strategic plnce for their 
trading operations. Lnter, when the 
Canadian Pacific railway was built, 
It crossed the Red river at Winnipeg, 
and the city’s future ns a great trad- 
ing center was assured. It has be- 
come one of the greatest railway cen- 
ters on the continent. Although con- 
sidered a northern city. It Is In a 
latitude south of the southernmost tip 
of the British Isles, far south of Ber- 
lin, nnd not much north of Paris. 


Finland Independent Nation 

After the first Russinn revolution 
had brought about the abdication of 
the czar, representative government 
was restored to Finland by the pro- 
visional government of Russia. The 
parliament or diet which Finland 
elected decided on July 17. 1919. for 
the establishment of an Independent 
republic. Negotiations were under- 
taken nnd October 14. 1920, a trenty 
was adopted whereby Russia recog- 
nized Finland as a sovereign state. Its 
territory Is about ns large ns New Eng- 
land. New York and New Jersey com- 
bined, nnd the population, estimated on 
December 31. 1930. was 3.007.007. a 
figure which includes a good many 
Swedes nnd some Russians. 


Canning Industry in U. S. 

The canning Industry In the United 
States was established by Ezra Dag- 
gett In 1819. He had learned the 
trade before emigrating to this coun- 
try. and packed salmon, lobsters nnd 
oysters In New York. The records 
show that William Underwood packed 
preserves nnd table condiments In 
glass as early ns 1821 In Boston. 
Records also show that he shipped his 
goods to South America In 1821. In 
1837 Isaac Winslow began experiment- 
ing with the canning of corn In Port- 
land, Me. There Is probably no earlier 
record of canning In tin In this coun- 
try than the work of Isaac Winslow. 
Maine was the home of corn canning. 


How Nome Got Its Name 

The earliest maps of Alaska drawn 
up by United States government car- 
tographers didn't have names for all 
the bays, capes and inlets. Among the 
spots that were nameless was a cape 
which Jutted far out Into the Bering 
sea. Some early official, who disliked 
to see a mnp without the proper la- 
bels, penciled across this cape the 
query, “Name?” A copyist, transcrib- 
ing this tnap a little later, misread It 
and labeled the cape Nome. Nome It 
has been ever since, and when a city 
sprang up there It, too, became Nome. 


Always Behind

The picturesque, affectionate Old 
English sheep dog’s handsome slmggy 
coat completely hides his entire form, 
even his eyes that peer out from be- 
hind the loose Imir, tossed freely as he 
ambles along with his bonr-liko shuffle, 
observes a writer in the Los Angeles 
Times. His hindquarters, most exces- 
sive In profusion of his eont, are 
rounded like those of the bear. The 
fore and hind legs of oneh side, mov- 
ing forward simultaneously affects the 
curious rolling gait, peculiar to the 
breed. 

However, when there Is business 
elsewhere and he starts off In Its per- 
formance, he develops almost Incred- 
ible speed. Moving almost effortless, 
he covers ground at a pace quite un- 
suspected of a dog so compactly 
built . . . the long lialr about his face 
Hying to the wind and parting, to re- 
veal a pair of bright. Intelligent and 
friendly eyes that bespeak his honest 
countenance. They vary according to 
the color of the dog . , . very dark 
being preferred. Nevertheless, in the 
blue dogs, pearl, china or wall eyes are 
typical. 

With all Ids beauty, affection and 
the acquisition of show-ring manners, 
he is Just as sagacious, when pressed 
into the service of a working dog, as 
were his progenitors for centuries 
jmst. First recorded In a Gains- 
borough painting In 1771, lie, and vari- 
ants of the breed developed throughout 
European countries, nre known to have 
been employed since time Immemorial 
ns herders and guardians of Hooks and 
herds. 


Clean Spark Plugs Will 

Insure Best Performance 

Motorists who get the best per- 
formance from their automobile are 
the ones who give proper attention to 
the cleaning and readjusting of the 
spark plugs among other Important 
details. 

This observation was made by a 
prominent engineer, who has given 
much study to economical operation 
of automobiles. 

A spark plug, he says, fires more 
than 5,000.000 times during every 3,500 
miles of car operation. The spark plug 
firing points, therefore, must be kept 
at proper adjustment. 

If they are not the engine will miss. 
This means uneven engine perform- 
ance although the driver may not be 
aware of it. On the other hand, a 
coating from the combustion gases 
forms on spark plug insulators usual- 
ly after 3.5(H) miles of operation, 
which also causes missing and a waste 
of one out of every ten gallons of 
gasoline. 

It is quite natural that the motorist 
who twice a year lias ids spark plugs 
cleaned and adjusted gets more miles 
per gallon of gasoline; gets hotter car 
performance; and reduces repair ex- 
pense to a minimum. 


Hiking 150 Year. Old 

Hiking is not modern, according to 
information revealed In London. It 
was called ’’pedestrianism” over a cen- 
tury ago, but the pastime was the 
same, according to a description In 
the Sporting Magazine, published In 
1702. The opening paragraph of the 
article on pedestrianism declares that 
it is “an exercise which . . . has 
lately risen into much notice.” It re- 
lates that Foster Powell, of Leeds, for 
a hundred-guinen wager, walked from 
London to York and back in five days, 
in the middle of November. He after- 
ward accomplished several similar 
feats, and in his fifty-seventh year was 
still taking on bets. In 1765, accord- 
ing to the magazine, “a young woman 
went from Itlencogo in Scotland to 
within two miles of Newcastle In one 
day, which is about 72 miles.” 


Using Word “Stultify” 

The word stultify is not u synonym 
of lie. It menns “to cause to appear 
absurdly Inconsistent; to give an ap- 
pearance of foolishness to." Hence, It 
implies inconsistency rather than 
falsehood. One could say, “I do not 
wish to nppeur inconsistent,” which 
would be somewhut similar to, "I do 
not wish to stultify myself." If you 
wish to imply falsehood, another word 
than stultify should be used. — Literary 
Digest 


The Letter “D”

much development. The rounded form, 
as we know it, passed into Latin from 
the Chalcidlc alphabet This form 
has come down to us.

Wood Wind Instruments 

Build Up the Orchestra 

Wood wind Instruments comprise 
one of the four groups of instruments 
in an orchestra. Usually they include 
the flutes, oboes, clarinets, and bas- 
soons. Of all the natural wind In- 
struments the llute is the oldest, says 
a writer in the Montreal Herald, for 
In prehistoric caves we find bones hol- 
lowed out, with little side holes. Mod- 
ern flutes have some notes like tlie 
human voice. A little one, called a 
piccolo, makes very piercing notes. An 
oboe, not unlike the present one, was 
used at Edward the Third’s court, it 
has a tender sound nnd Is useful for 
making far-away sounding music. 
Lovely melodies are often given to a 
richer toned oboe called the English 
horn. Its tone is sadness itself. 

Clarinets did not nppeur till 1700. 
There are hlgli-soiiniUng as well as 
low sounding ones, and tlie sound 
they give is mellow and warm. Bqp- 
son; s are the deepest sounding wind 
instruments. Often they nre called 
fagotti, because with tliolr reeds und 
mouthpiece they look I ke a faggot

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Home Renovation 
Canvass Exceeds 
Million Dollars 

Only Small Percentage Apply- 
ing For FHA Loans 


Total figures for the renovation of 
Newton homos under projects brought 
about by the Federal Housing can- 
vass has passed the million dollar 
mark, according to an announcement 
late last week by Rupert C. Thomp- 
son, secretary of the Newton Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The staff of soli- 
citors have covered the city twice and 
will make a third complete canvass 
in the fall for the purpose of urging 
home owners to carry out plumbing 
and heating projects. 

The announcement states that 
when the solicitors carried on the 
second canvass, two months after the 
first \\*is started, that over seventy 
per cent of the work outlined in the 
first canvass had been undertaken. 
The investigation further revealed 
that most of the home owners had 
used their own funds In financing the 
work and that only about ten per 
cent of the money had been borrow- 
ed. Only a part of this ten per cent 
was obtained from the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration. About three 
thousand homes were affected by the 
repairs and renovations. 


More Changes In

Additional changes in the personnel 
of the administrative stall of the 
Newton schools have been made in 
preparation for the opening of the 
term next month. The vacancies left 
by the resignations of Herbert Land- 
ry as Director of Research and Guid- 
ance, and of Wesley J. Furbush, as 
attendance officer, at the close of 
school last June, have been filled.

Want Zoning 
Changed At 
Icehouse Site 


A petition for the change of site 
of tlie former icehouse at Crystal 
Lake from a manufacturing zone to a 
single residence zone will lie tlie sub- 
ject of a public hearing at City Hall 
on Wednesday evening. Aug. 28th. The 
hearing will lie conducted by the 
claims and rules committee of the 
Board of Aldermen jointly with the 
Planning Board. The icehouse was 
destroyed by fire last year and the 
ruins recently razed. Disposition of 
the site has been a controversial sub- 
ject upon several occasions. 

The petitioners, led by Stephen R. 
Rerke, are seeking to prevent tlie use 
of the property for commercial pur- 
poses. Owners of tlie property are 
expected to oppose the change. Previ 
ously several petitions for the estab- 
lishment of gasoline stations at this 
location have been rejected by the 
Board of Aldermen. f<t is stated that 
a movement lias been sTarted among 
property owners and residents to have 
the city take the land for park pur- 
poses in order to beautify the shores 
of Crystal Lake. 

On the same evening the commit- 
tee and the Planning Board will also 
hold a hearing on the petition of Rob- 
ert Curran and others for the change 
of real estate on Lindbergh avenue. 
Henshaw terrace, and Henshaw place 
from the single residence district to 
the private residence district. The 
change would permit the erection of 
two-family dwellings in the section 
which is now restricted to single 
dwellings.

Award Damages 
For Widening 
Of Beacon St. 

Boston College To Receive 
$6,500 — Begin Resurfacing 

An appropriation of $6500 was au- 
thorized by the Board of Aldermen on 
Tuesday night for the award o \ land 
damages to Boston College for the 
widening of Beacon st. following a 
public hearing on the matter. In 
order to widen Beacon st. between 
Hammond st. and the Brookline line 
to a sixty foot width it was neces- 
sary for the city to acquire a strip 
of land now part of the Boston Col- 
lege athletic field varying from ten 
to twenty feet in width. The acquisi- 
tion of the land and the setting hack 
of the wire fence on that side of Bea- 
con st. will provide the necessary 
width for the resurfacing project at 
that point. 

Alderman Benjamin Bowen, chair 
man of the finance committee, com- 
mended Boston College officials for 
their co-operation with tlie city in the 
matter and stated that the claim was 
very liberal on tlie part of tlie insti- 
tution. 

The resurfacing project on Beacon 
st. is the second in which the city 
has been financially assisted by the 
state and county in street cot- itruc 
tion. This is tlie first time, however, 
that the city has undertaken the 
work itself. A few years ago when 
the city was aided by the state uul 
county in resurfacing Washington st. 
a private contractor was employed 
to do the work. The purpose *»f citv 
officials in providing that the project 
be carried out by city labor was in 
an attempt to avoid any lay-offs in 
tlie street department force this year. 

Commissioner Charles A Mahoney 
last week appealed to the mem- 
bers of the street department force to 
co-operate with the city in its role 
of contractor. Addressing groups of 
laborers employed on the project Com- 
missioner Mahoney explained the ban- 
• dicaps which the city faces in carry- 
ing out tlie contract. He pointed out 
that great efficiency is necessary in 
order to prevent the city from losing 
money on the job as the city must 
pay 63 cents an hour for labor as 
against the 40 cent rate paid by con- 
ti actors. Other restrictions which 
the city must observe add to the diffi- 
culties to he encountered. The city 
has appropriated $38,250 for the proj- 
ect while the county will contribute 
$21,000 and the state $51,000. Unless 
the cost of the project can be kept 
within these figures the city will have 
to bear the added expense. 

Construction on the project has been 
begun at the Brookline line and the 
resurfacing will extend to the New- 
ton Cemetery land near Cold Spring 
Brook. 

Mahoney Is 
Reappointed To 
Retirement Board 

Street Commissioner Charles A. 
Mahoney was reappointed a member 
of the Newton Retirement Board for 
a term of three years by Mayor 
Weeks last Friday. 

Last Friday Mayor Weeks an- 
nounced the reappointment of Street 
Commissioner Mahoney us a member 
of tlie Newton Retirement Board for 
a term of three years. The appoitr 
ment was submitted to the Aldermen 
at the special meeting on Tuesday 
evening and was unanimously con- 
firmed by tlie fifteen members pres- 
ent. 

Commissioner Mahoney has been a 
member of the hoard since it was 
formed following tlie acceptance tit 
the Retiring Act for pensioning of 
city employees was accepted by tlie 
city. He was originally appointed by 
Mayor Childs as a representative of 
the city employees, being at that time 
a foreman in the street department. 
He was promoted to the office of 
Street Commissioner last year. 


Ban Sale of 

Unclean Milk 

The Newton Health Department has 
harmed the milk produced by one 
farmer and three others have been 
ordered to use cleaner methods of 
handling milk under threat of a simi- 
lar ban aH the first step in a cam- 
paign to insure sanitary sources of 
milk supply for Newton consumers. 
The drastic order followed a sudden 
visit to a score of farms by Dr Har 
old D. Chope, recently appointed 
health officer, accompanied hv State 
Inspector H. B Alb-n. Keble B. Per- 
rine and inspector Irving House of 
the Newton Health Department. 

Dr. Chope emphasized the fact that 
the city milk supply is safe. The dis- 
covery of unsanitary conditions at one 
of the small farms visited by the in- 
spector lod to the order prohibiting in 
Newton the sale of milk from that 
farm. Three other farms were found 
where conditions were not entirely 
satisfactory and the owners were 
warned that unless conditions were 
remedied at once they would also be 
barred from disposing of their product 
in tlie city. Tlie Health Department 
will continue to make periodic inspec- 
tions of all sources of milk supply 
in tlie city and owners will he required 
fo comply with all sanitary regula- 
tions. 

A bacteriological laboratory was put 
in operation recently at city hall and 
a technician employed to make bac- 
teria count and other tests for the 
Health Department. In a complete 
recheck of all milk entering the city 
all but a few samples were well un- 
der the stricter limits set recently by 
the state. More than 100 samples 
were taken from the containers of 57 
dealers during July. The Newton de- 
partment gives dealers credit for co- 
operation in insuring cleanliness hut 
sanitation is hard to check on the 
hundreds of farms from which milk is 
shipped to the metropolitan area, 
some from as far as northern Ver- 
mont. 
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Name Local 
Architects On 
PWA Projects 

The appointment of architects to 
draw plans for three buildings to be 
undertaken in Newton under the PWA 
method was announced last Saturday 
by Mayor Weeks. The new school 
building in the Oak Hill district will 
be designed and planned by the firm 
of Densmore. Leclair and Robbins. 
Mr. Henry C. Robbins, a member of 
the firm, resides on Dorset road. Wa- 
ban. The selection of the site of the 
school has not yet been determined. 
The matter has been before the Board 
of Aldermen for some time with va- 
rious offers having been presented bv 
several owners of undeveloped iuuil 
in the section. 

The firm of Frank H. Colony was 
selected by the mayor to draw the 
plans for the proposed addition to the 
Angler School in Waban and the re- 
construction and enlargement of the 
city garage on Craft street. Newton- 
ville. Mr. Colony resides on Plym- 
outh road. Newton Highlands. 

Five Injured 
In Accident 
At Auburndale 

Five men were severely injured and 
tlie sixth was arrested for drunken- 
ness Sunday evening after the auto- 
mobile in which they were riding 
crashed into an electric light pole on 
Lexington street. near Staniford 
street. Auburndale. The five injured 
men were removed to the Newton 
Hospital and the sixth taken to po- 
lice headquarters. 

Antonio Maccini and Julius Mar- 
tarelli of Wellesley were taken to the 
hospital in the police ambulance. An- 
drew Guarrine and Dominic Marenghi 
of Wellesley and Valentine Martorelli 
of Bridgewater were taken to the hos- 
pital in the police cruising car. All 
were suffering from severe cuts and 
bruises about the head and body and 
were kept at the hospital for treat- 
ment. 

Louis CerbI of Bridgewater, the only 
occupant not injured was arrested for 
drunkenness. In court on Monday 
morning he was sentenced to serve I 
ten days in the house of correction. 1 
Witnesses of the accident reported 
that a short time before the crash , 
occurred they heard the occupants of 
the car singiug us the car proceeded j 
along Lexington street shortly after I 
six o'clock. 


Claims School 
Fire Systems 
Are Inadequate 

Alderman Colby’s Motion For 
Survey Is Deferred 

At the special meeting of the Al- 
dermen on Tuesday evening, Alder- 
man Clarence C. Colby charged that 
some of Newton's school buildings are 
inadequately equipped with fire pr:>- 
tection facilities. He then offered a 
motion that a committee of three he 
appointed to carry on a survey of fire 
alarm systems in public buildings. 
Vice-president Charles B. Floyd, pre- 
siding in the absence of President 
Gordon, ruled that the motion was 
not in order as it was a special meet- 
ing of the Board and that no business 
other than that on the docket could 
be transacted. 

Alderman Colby declared that, from 
information given him by a resident 
of Waban that at the Angier School 
the youngest children are placed in 
a classroom directly over the boil- 
ers. He added that the school has no 
sprinklers or fire protection what- 
ever and that there is considerable 
feeling in the district over the situa- 
tion. 

He also called attention to con- 
ditions in other parts of the city. At 
the Peirce School in West Newton 
he stated there was an “open cir- 
cuit" fire alarm system and at the 
Franklin School in West Newton 
there is no fire alarm system what- 
ever. He explained that an “open 
circuit" is operated by batteries and 
therefore rnay not work in an em- 
ergency whereas a “closed circuit” is 
run by current and is more depend- 
able. His knowledge of fire systems 
had been gained through many years 
of experience in the fire alarm busi- 
ness and he had become familiar with 
various types. He described “closed 
circuit" systems as ‘very inexpen- 
sive." and told of a New York la*.* 
requiring such circuits in all public 
buildings. He remarked that “the 
discovery of a fire immediately when 
it starts is the important thing.” He 
then offered his motion to appoint a 
committee of three to make a survey 
of fire protection facilities, as well as 
fire insurance methods, for public 
buildings. 

City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett 
ruled that the Board could not act on 
such a motion at a special meeting. 
Alderman Dennis Cronin questioned 
the ruling of the city solicitor but Al- 
derman Colby withdrew his motion. 
He expressed his feeling that he want- 
ed no doubt as to the legality of any 
action and that he would offer the 
motion at a regular meeting. 

In reply to the charges of inade- 
quate fire systems in the schools Pub- 
lic Buildings Commissioner Harry 
Hageiuan stated that he was ready 
to certify the buildings in question for 
use on September 1st. Secretary 
George E. Kellar of the School Com- 
mittee admitted that money for the 
installation of modern fire alarm sys- 
tems in several buildings has been 
sought without success. It was as- 
serted. in contradiction to Alderman 
Colby’s statement that there were no 
fire alarm systems whatever at the 
Franklin School, that there were bell 
alarm systems in both the Franklin 
and Williams schools. It was also 
stated that the Angier School is fire- 
proof throughout and there is no need 
for a sprinkler system. Such systems, 
it is pointed out. are installed only m 
the basements of wooden buildings or 
where there are buildings with wooden 
floors. 

The special meeting was attended 
by fifteen of the twenty-one members 
of the Board. The docket included 
action upon the award of land dam- 
ages to Boston College in the amount 
of $6500 for a land taking made neces- 
sary to provide a sixty foot width 
for the resurfacing of Beacon street. 
Confirmation of the appointment of 
election officers for the coming city 
election was unanimous as was the 
reappointment of Street Commissioner 
Charles A. Mahoney as a member 
of the Retirement Board. 

The appointment of Phillips Byti- ld 

by the recent death of William A. 
Swett was laid upon the table until 
next meeting under the rules of the 
Board. 

Authorization of the addition of Fed- 
eral grunt payments to the appropria- 
tions for the construction of the new 
school on Nevada street was also 
voted.

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SCHOOL FIRE ALARM SYSTEMS 

Charges by Alderman Clarence C. Colby that some of New- 
ton's school buildings are inadequately equipped with fire alarm 
systems will undoubtedly cause considerable concern on the 
part of parents of school children.

PWA Engineers 
Investigate 
Sewer Collapse 


Successful Water 
Pageant at 

Auburndale 


Under Washington orders PWA en- 
gineers have undertaken an investi- 
gation of the collapse of the Charle- 
mont sewer which was Constructed 
some time ngo by the city as a PWA 
project. The purpose of the inves- 
tigation is to determine whether or 
not the government will provide an 
additional grant to the city to aid 
in the cost of repairs required to 
make the sewer serviceable. Public 
Works Director Richard H. Ellis and 
City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett re- 
cently went to Washington in regard 
to the matter and made forma! re- 
quest for the additional funds. Pend- 
ing the investigation by the engi- 
neers and their subsequent report to 
Washington the city will take no 
action in regard to repairing the 
sewer. 

The original cost of the project was 
about $100,000 and the repair work 
is estimated at an additional $30,000. 
The sewer extends along the Charles 
River from Newton Upper Falls to 
the Charlemont section.

ABOUT TOWN

Rather embarrassing, isn’t It. that 
the investigation of the huge expendi- 
tures of the Associated Gas and Elec- 
tric Company to defent the utilities 
holding bill, should come soon after 
the announcement that the gas rates 
in Greater Boston were to be increased 
50 cents per month. 

We received this week the follow- 
ing note and accompanying comment 
upon the disregard for automobile 
laws In Newton in response to opin- 
ions we have expressed in this column 
recently: 

My dear Mr. Powers: 

I like your war on law-breaking 
automobilists and send along the en- 
closed for your column if you care 
for It. 

"Twenty-eight motor deaths Inst 
week. Register Goodwin calls them 
‘appalling’ and says they indicate 
‘speed and rum.’ Perhaps but think 
a minute of some of the things seen 
in Newton last week. 

“Yellow stop signs placed before en- 
tering a through way have come to 
mean almost nothing. At Newton «i 
strenm of cars shot out of the street 
opposite the Newton fire station led 
by a car that very nearly collided with 
a car going towards NewtonviUe. Out 
of the street side of the Community 
Theatre came a car with three young 
women crowded on the front seat, no 
one on the back seat. The driver, 
with a cignrette drooping from loose 
lips, grinned as she swung her enr 
ahead of another bended for the bank. 
Boys crowded into a small car came 
out of Hunnewell avenue and dashed 
across Washington street apparent- 
ly on their way somewhere to play ten- 
nis. All along Commonwealth avenue 
the yellow signs might as well be 
taken down, they have ceased to mean 
anything. 

"A small car filled with at least 
ten men. women, and children, also 
picnic baskets, ran through the red 
lights at NewtonviUe square and at 
Commonwealth avenue and Walnut 
street, probably in a hurry to get 
to the beach. A doctor’s car. driven 
by a woman, passed cars waiting for 
green and ran through the red light 
at Commonwealth avenue and Walnut 
street. At NewtonviUe square it is 
a habit for ears to inch on to the 
pedestrian crossing all the time the 
red and yellow lights are on. All 
along Washington street cars honk to 
demand right to pass to the right of 
ears going in the same direction. 

“Parking cars dark is n favorite 
trick along the north side of Com- 
monwealth avenue and on the narrow 
streets on West Newton hill, often 
cars so parked are near street cor 
ners. Truck after truck goes along 
at night with rear light either out ot 
concealed by being hidden far undei 
the body. Children evidently under 
legal nge may he seen daily driving 
cars to and from playgrounds. 

“Prevention is said to he better than 
cure. After an accident due to any 
one of the causes here before men- 
tioned there is a hullabaloo and in- 
dignation. That does not help the 
hurt or the injured. In Newton the 
rule seems to he to make your own 
automobile rules. If you run through 
a yellow stop sign and find there is 
a policeman nearby, wave a friendly 
hand at him and keep on your way. 

“As the police and the courts do 
not apparently care to see that road 
laws are enforced would it not he a 
good thing for the self respect of 
the state and the city to repeal all 
the laws. Better no laws at all than 
laws which are not enforced ”

France 
and England have been so decent * » 
this country in repaying the loans 
made by the U. S. A. to them during 
and following the World War. that it 
will he quite ungrateful on our part 
if we refuse to join them In the next 
wholesale murder activity. And are- 
n’t automobiles killing enough Amer- 
icans every day to satisfy those who 
like carnage? 

A lady residing near Watertown st. 
in West Newton has written us pro- 
testing against the constant proces- 
sion of huge, noisy trucks along that 
street not only during daylight hours, 
hut all through the night. She sug- 
gests that these trucks be made to 
travel along Washington st. between 
Newton Corner ami West Newton.

While it is true that such 
streets ns Chestnut and Hammond 
have been closed to heavy trucking 
during night and early morning horns, 
llie State Department of Publh 
Works in the past refused to re 
strict heavy trucks on such street - 
us Centre and Watertown stH.

(and other) trucks on Watertown st.. 
in common with millions of other citi- 
zens. can lilame Massachusetts legis- 
lators and legislators of other States 
for permitting freight car size trucks 
and speeding busses to use public 
highways, instead of compelling 
such traffic to travel over private 
ways the same as railroad freight 
and passenger cars are compelled to. 

Persons who have been receiving 
aid through ERA funds and who are 
to receive aid from WPA funds are 
classified into different categories 
and get varying amounts of compen- 
sation or pay. The lowest stratum, 
class, caste (or what you will) in- 
cludes laborers, farm hands, and oth- 
er unskilled (or alleged unskilled) 
workers. These are scheduled to re- 
ceive from $10 to $13.75 each per 
week in this State, when and if funds 
are allotted or allocated. Skilled work- 
ers are listed to be paid from $13.75 
weekly to $21.25. depending where 
they reside; the minimum rates being 
a lloted to Dukes and Nantucket coun- 
ties. and the maximum to the larger 
cities. Professional men and women 
nre to get from $15.25 a week to 
$27.50. Then, there are the super- 
visors on larger projects, and others 
in higher capacities who will and who 
have been receiving even more. These 
varying amounts of relief aie sup- 
posedly based on what the recipients 
know; hut, us we remarked many 
months ago the determining factor in 
many places is "who they know. ’ 
Men who in normal times held re- 
sponsible positions and earned ex- 
cellent pay and salaries are classed as 
laborers or unskilled workers, and get 
only the lowest rating. Others, in- 
cluding mere youths and girls, unmar- 
ried. and who never had any regular 
employment, ure classified as alleged 
actors and other professional or 
skilled types and receive the higher 
rates of compensation. The work 
of many of these favored recipients 
of public relief consists of promenad- 
ing around public places garbed in 
costumes of one kind or another, or 
participating in dramatic perform- 
ance's before very small audiences. 
W e don’t object to men or women 
who actually have been professional 
artists, actors, musicians or singers, 
receiving decent compensation, but 
one of the outstanding abuses of the 
ERA has been the spectacle of young 
and not so young persons categoried 
as professionals, who were not even 
amateurs. And these favored recipi- 
ents have been getting much more 
compensation than competent, willing 
men and women who have families 
dependent on them. 


With millions of others, we regretted 
to read of the tragic end of Will Rog- 
ers. But we were not surprised. For 
years we have had a hunch that Rogers 
would meet such an end. One does 
not always get a hunch by reasoning. 
Frequently one gets u hunch by lack 
of reasoning. Anyhow, we had this 
particular hunch. For the past dec- 
ade, or longer. Will Rogers had been 
the outstanding propagandist in the 
F. S. A. for airplane travel. So per- 
sistently did he boost this method of 
transportation that some folks, includ- 
ing the writer, suspected he was an 
official publicist for air transportation 
companies. The probability is tiiat 
we were wrong. 

But Rogers boosted airplane travel 
so regularly that we thought “this fel- 
low brags so much about the advan- 
tages of this new and as yet uncertain 
form of transportation, that he will 
become a victim of its hazards some 
day." 

Will Rogers was u fearless critic 
of hypocrisy, whether practiced by in- 
dividuals or ( hose in public office. He 
moulded public opinion and was a fac- 
tor in curbing even more hypocrisy. 

Textile leaders assert that the proc- 
essing tax oil textile products will kill 
this most important industry of New 
England. If t )i I h is so, and the ad- 
ministration at Washington continues 
!o persist in its apparent determina- 
tion to continue the processing tax, 
national election results in New Eng- 
land ure upt to he quite different iti 
1936 from what they were in 1932. 


Save Antiques 
In $3000 Fire 
In West Newton 

Priceless antiques, art objects and 
other valuable curios were saved 
from fire which damaged the home 
of Samuel Rogers, wealthy publisher, 
at 224 Valentine st.. to the extent or 
$30(M) last Friday morning. The owner, 
proprietor of the Leslie Publishing 
Company of Boston, publishers of 
"Judge." estimated the vnlue of his 
interesting collection at several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Efficient work 
on the part of the fire department 
confined the blaze to the third floor 
where It started in a maid’s room. 

The fire was discovered by the 
maid. Madeline Clapp, who summoned 
the fire department by telephone. Mrs. 
Rogers was visiting a neighbor at the 
time the fire was discovered. Mr. 
Rogers, who was appraised of the fire 
by telephone, hurried home concerned 
about his collection. He praised the 
work of the firemen and expressed 
his appreciation of their efforts In 
preventing damage to the collection. 
Firemen found it necessary to raise 
ladders to tin* third floor of tin* tliree- 
story brick mansion in order to com- 
bat the flames. 

Chief Randlett stated that the fire 
might have been caused by a lighted 
cigarette carelessly left on a bureau 
and expressed the belief that the fire 
had been smouldering for about an 
hour. When the firemen arrived the 
entire room was in flames hut the 
spread of flames to other parts of the 
house was prevented. Water damage 
was also held down to a minimum. 

Mr. Rogers’ collection included a 
bed of the Emperor of China which 
he had acquired after it was sent 
from China to In* exhibited at the 
World’s Fair in 1892. The bed came 
from the summer palace of the emper- 
or near Pekin. Other valuable ob- 
jects which are part of the collection 
include several autographed first edi- 
tions of the works of Rudyard Kip- 
ling and Conan Doyle, paintings by 
famous artists and an original drawing 
by Haskell Coffin, symbolizing the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
World War. 

Arrested For 

Driving On Pike 
Reservation 

Driving along the Worcester turn- 
pike with the two left wheels of his 
automobile on the reservation and 
the other two wheels on the road 
brought Raymond A. Murray of Dover 
$55 in fines in the Newton court on 
Wednesday. The attention of Pa- 
trolmen John A. McGrath and David 
T. Dalton was attracted to the car on 
August 14th and Murray was arrest- 
ed on charges of operating while 
under the influence of liquor and 
drunkenness. 

Testifying in his own defense Mur- 
ray contended that he mounted the 
reservation to avoid an accident with 
a car which was crowding him while 
passing. He said that when the offi- 
cers drew up beside him and yelled 
at him to stop he thought they were 
hold-up men but was relieved to dis- 
cover they were only policemen. Mur- 
ray admitted that another man who 
was with him was drunk at the time 
hut denied that he had been drinking 
himself. Murray’s companion was 
arrested for drunkenness at the time 
hut his case was placed on file on 
August 14th. Murray’s counsel al- 
leged that the Newton police had re- 
fused to grant a request by Murray 
to call a physician to examine him 
after his arrest. Judge Charles J. 
Brown expressed doubt at such a 
statement asserting that it was his 
understanding that the Newton police 
do not decline such requests. 

Murray appealed a fine of $50 for 
operating under the influence of liq- 
uor and a $5 fine for drunkenness. He 
was held in $300 bail.

Rotarians Hear

Speed Safe If 

Car Is Safe 

The automobile of today is built 
for speed, and speed is entirely safe 
when there is a competent driver be- 
hind the wheel, commented Myrton 
Evans. Hudson-Terraplane dealer, in 
connection with the August safety 
month movement in which his com- 
pany is contributing a safety ride 
demonstration and a safety inspec- 
tion. 

“One question we are asked fre- 
quently," said Mr. Evans, "is tlfis— 
‘What speed is safe?’’’

There are times when 75 miles an 
hour may be safe.

For the good driver, with 
an open road and few intersections it 
may be safe for him to pass 70 miles 
an hour, provided ids car lias been 
kept in repair mechanically.

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Traffic Survey 
Shows Parking 
Sites Needed 

Problem Discussed In Recent 
Report 


The report of the Newton Traffic 
Survey made under ERA auspices 
says: "Parking may he permitted on 
public streets for a length of time 
consistent with public demand wher- 
ever such parking does not seriously 
restrict movement of traffic. All park- 
ing regulations and restrictions aro 
based upon this principle.” The re- 
port Rtates that — "In Newton the dras- 
tic regulation by which parking is 
entirely prohibited has been used 
quite frequently, usually because of 
the meagre width of the streets so 
regulated. While no changes in the 
present prohibited areas are suggested 
in this report, any extensions of this 
regulation should bo carefully stud- 
ied before being effected. Such a 
regulation should not be enacted un- 
less the necessity for it is carefully 
determined." 

Time studies were mude at the one- 
hour parking spaces at Newton Cor- 
ner. Newtonville and Newton Centro. 
Observations indicated that— "Half the 
drivers stop for 10 minutes or less, 
70% stop twenty minutes or less. 
80% stop thirty minutes qr less. 90% 
for an hour or less. The average 
driver parks about 20 minutes and 
70 out of every hundred cars parked, 
stay this loug or less. It would up- 
pear then, that curb parking is in 
great demand by those who wish to 
stay but a few minutes. Since their 
stop is so short, these people cannot 
be fairly expected to walk very far 
from where their car is parked. Yet. 
more facilities must be provided for

Meet, Discuss 
Welfare Plans 

Social Service Exchange Is 
Recommended 


The Newton Community Chest, 
Inc., has taken the initiative in call- 
ing two meetings of all the represen- 
tatives of t lie welfare and relief agen- 
cies, to discuss the work of each and 
to co-operate with them In setting up 
co-ordinated relationships. They have 
been working together individually, 
so the purpose of this meeting is to 
bring all together in a unit to help 
them further. At these meetings there 
have been the following organizations 
represented: Newton Welfare Bureau, 
Miss Harriet Parsons, General Sec- 
retary: City of Newton Public Wei 
fare Department, James P. Rey- 
nolds, Director; Soldiers’ Relief De- 
partment of the City, Edmund Dug- 
gan, Commissioner; Newton Catholic 
Welfare Committee, Rev. Fr. John A. 
Sheridan. Rev. Fr. Russell T. Haley. 
Treasurer, and William P. Eustis, Di- 
rector; Mayor’s Relief Department. 
Harold Young. General Secretary. 

in addition to discussing the work 
of each agency, this group lias unani- 
mously recommended to the Com- 
munity Chest that it establish a So- 
cial Service Index, or confidential so- 
cial service exchange, in conjunction 
with the work of the Chest office. 
This would result in a complete clear 
ing house set-up for all welfare and 
relief cases in Newton, for it would 
lie used by all the foregoing agencies 
in every case which goes to them. 
The President of the Chest, with the 
approval of the Board of Directors of 
the Community Chest, has named r 
committee to study t lie procedure . i 
setting up such an index. When es- 
tablished. the index will avoid dupli- 
cation of services, if and where it ex- 
ists today, as well as assure complete 
coverage of the field of service. 

For many years the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau has rendered splendid 
service by clearing and distributing 
Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets 
to needy people in the city. This 
group, in its discussion, was also 
unanimous in recommending that the 
Chest office establish a clearing 
house which organizations, fraternal 
orders, churches and individuals giv- 
ing baskets at those holidays can us * 
to prevent duplication in giving. In 
one city where this was adopted by 
the Chest, approximately $6,500.00 was

Noble’s letter defended society and 
blamed Faber for his own errors. 

Mr. Noble was inclined not to take 
t lie matter seriously, expressing it as 
the work of a crank, but in response 
to the urging of friends turned the 
letter over to the postal authorities 
for investigation.

The legal right of the city to pre- 
vent the continued use in a business 
way the property upon which the ice- 
house formerly stood at Crystal Lake 
was questioned Wednesday night at a 
public hearing before the Claims and 
Rules committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen at City Hall. The hearing 
was held on a petition of residents to 
change the zone from one of manu- 
facturing to one of residential re- 
striction. Attorney James F. Galla- 
gher for the Purity Crystal Ice Com- 
pany declared that the city was pow- 
erless to deprive the company of the 
right of carrying on In the futu-e the 
type of business which it carried on 
th< ic in the past. He urged that 
the city "acquire the land for a 
park, pay a fair price and not ask 
the owners to hold the bag.” Record- 
ing the company’s opposition to the 
change seeking to restrict the com- 
pany’s rights he admitted that the Al- 
dermen could hinder the company by 
various other methods but expressed 
the belief that it would not descend 
to such tactics. 

The icehouse that formerly «tood 
on the property which is located at 
the corner of Centre st. and Norwood 
ave. on the shoi*e of Crystal Lake 
was destroyed by Are about two years 
ag'i. Since that time various efforts 
hav» been made by residents of New- 
ton Highlands and Newton Centre 
to prevent further commercial use 
of the property. Recently the ruins 
of the icehouse were razed by the 
company at the request of city offi- 
cials. 

Steven R. Berke 43 Norwood ave., 
whose name heads the petitioners for 
the change of zone to one of a single 
residence district, was the Arst speak- 
er for the proponents. He submitted 
a plan of a suggested home devel- 
opment on the site. He informed the 
committee that the petition contained 
the names of about sixty who favored 
the proposal and read the names of 
forty residents who were out of town 
and unable to attend the hearing but 
had written him on the matter. He 
presented the letters to the commit- 
tee. 

Hugh L. Walker of 26 Locksley road 
urged that the city take the land and 
establish a small park on the area. 
He called attention to the fact that the 
Sacred Heart Church is located only 
two blocks away and asserted that 
the church property should be pro- 
tected. Charles K. B. Nevin of 50 
Tyler terrace, representing the New- 
ton Centre Improvement Association 
said that that organization had voted 
several times in favor of clearing up 
the property. “The lake is too won- 
derful a place to be spoiled by a man- 
ufacturing establishment,” he said. 

and I would like to see it made in- 
to a park or playground.” 

William H. Minot of Locksley road 
and John P. McConvile of Norwood 
avenue also expressed themselves In 
favor of the proposed change. 

Attorney Gallagher registered the 
formal objection of the company. 

"Every normal person sympathizes 
with the desire to beautify the neigh- 
borhood." he said. “If this were to 
be done without injury to anyone, it 
could easily be decided. 

"The company would have the right 
of a nonconforming use if the property 
were changed from manufacturing to 
residence. No action that the Board 
might take could prevent the company 
from carrying on an ice business 
there. No act of the Board can abol- 
ish the rights which the owners have 
in the property. 

"The Board may say it will not 
allow the erection of buildings on the 
property. You may say. ‘We will 
harass you at every turn and thus 
make effective the zoning change de- 
sired .’ But I am couAdent that the 
Board would not lend itself to such 
a plan. 

"The property is subject to an en- 
cumbrance now. Limitation of its use 
places the holders in a position of be- 
ing unable to enjoy the beneAcial use 
of the property. 

“There is a question as to the avid- 
ity with which prospective home own- 
ers would take up the land there at a 
substantial price. The Ideal use would 
be to develop it as a park. If that is 
the desire, let’s march straight up and 
take it for a park and pay a fair 
price and not ask the owners to hold 
the bag so as to create a more pleas- 
ing aspect in the neighborhood. The 
owners are not unreasonable or ex- 
travagant in their demands." 

Speaking in rebuttal Berke said 
that the value placed on the land by 
the owners was fair and that It was 
on this basis that the residential de- 
velopment plan he had submitted had 
been drawn. When Alderman George 
Rawson. a member of the committee, 
asked what that price was Berke re- 
plied that it had been given him in 
confidence. Attorney Gallagher said 
that he would be willing to discuss 
the price with the committee in pri- 
vate. adding that the committee un- 
doubtedly knew what happened when 
real estate prices are made public. 
At the request of Chairman Sydney 
B. Holden a show of hands indicated 
elghteeu in favor of the change of 
zone and three opposed.

Rotary Club 


Dean Lorti. of the Boston Universi- 
ty School of Business Administration, 
was the speaker at the luncheon Mon- 
day on the subject: “Who’s Who. and 
Why?’’ Admitting that "success” has 
many definitions according to the 
viewpoints of the various judges. 
Dean Lord held that the real aim of 
education is to enable each individual 
to succeed in life. The keys to suc- 
cess are: Character, Personality.

The 
Vocational* Guidance movement has 
been working on the problem for 
twenty-five years but without the re- 
sults that its promoters had hoped for 
because it has had to deal with such 
large numbers in the schools and col- 
leges. Now a modified approach to 
the problem is being made by the Via 
Nova Educational Institute which 
plans to take a small number of High 
School graduates for a period of sev- 
eral mouths or a year. First, this 
group will be subjected to every pos- 
sible reliable test which will reveal 
the abilities 4 anil aptitudes of the in- 
dividual and then they will be placed 
in touch with practical situations in 
the tiefils in which they show prom- 
ise. They will study the occupation 
first hand and prominent persons in 
that occupation will study and ad- 
vise them. As a result of all this, the 
youngsters should obtaiu a much bet- 
ter idea than is now possible of the 
kind of life work in which they 
should enlist and they will kuow more 
about how to prepare for it. 

Particularly interesting from the 
Newton angle was the statement that 
the dean hopes to make use of the 
property formerly occupied by the 
Mount Ida School for the initial unit 
in tlie Via Nova Educational Insti- 
tute.

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SALTONSTALL FOR GOVERNOR 

Definite indications that Speaker Leverett Saltonstall of New- 
ton will seek the Republican nomination for governor are pleas- 
ing to his many friends throughout the State. The popular lead- 
er of the House of Representatives is the outstanding Repub- 
lican in Massachusetts. He has been regarded as a potential 
candidate for the gubernatorial office for some years. In many 
ways he was entitled to a place on the State ticket last year, 
but circumstances, coupled with his inherent desire to sacrifice 
his own personal ambitions for the good of the Republican 
party caused him to forego any attempt at higher office. 

No one person available as the Republican candidate has a 
wider, more complete or more varied experience with State 
affairs than has Mr. Saltonstall. He entered politics more than 
fifteen years ago as a member of the Board of Aldermen. Later 
he served as an assistant district attorney of Middlesex County 
before being elected a member of the House of Representatives 
from Newton in 1923. He will have served Newton as a Repre- 
sentative for fourteen years at the end of his present term and 
also will have served four terms as presiding officer of the low- 
er branch of the General Court. His election as Speaker for 
four terms constitutes a record in Legislative history unequalled 
in more than one hundred years. 

During his career as a Representative he has witnessed many 
changes in the political and economic phases of our state gov- 
ernment. From the post-war period through the era of pros- 
perity and then through the discouraging days of the depression 
he has had a considerable hand in the shaping of the destinies 
of the Ship of State. Now as we are slowly emerging from the 
complexities of the past few years there is little need to look 
further for a leader. 

The leadership of Speaker Saltonstall has been marked with 
a degree of fairness to all that is seldom found in a public 
official. Without fear or favor he has earned the respect and ad- 
miration of those with whom hd has come in contact. Republi- 
cans and Democrats as well have always found him ready to 
listen and to advise without prejudice and without bringing pol- 
itics into play. The State and the Nation would be a great deal 
better off were there more public officials of the Saltonstall 
type. 


CONGRESS ADJOURNS 

The first session of the 74th Congress adjourned this week 
after one of the most turbulent sessions in the history of the 
United States. With an overwhelming Democratic majority in 
both branches there were a number of instances which proved 
that the Democratic administration could not always have 
things its own way. Congress, however, enacted many bills 
which were distinctly sectional in their aim. Depending upon 
the way one looks at the problem such legislation was either 
favorable or unfavorable. It is apparent that the industrial 
East received none too favorable treatment and this fact may 
well result in having considerable bearing upon the coming 
elections next year. It has frequently happened in the past that 
the adjournment of Congress has resulted in a marked up- 
ward trend in business conditions. With the assurance that 
there will be no further changes of our national laws for an- 
other five or six months there is much hope for improved 
business this fall. 


PARKING FACILITIES 

The recommendations contained in the traffic report survey 
pertaining to improved parking facilities in the various busi- 
ness sections of the city will meet with general approval. There 
is no question but public parking sites would be a boon to 
local business houses. Particularly is this true in the three 
largest centres, Newton Centre, Newtonville and Newton 
Corner. In these sections traffic is often slowed and consider- 
ably congested due to parkers trying to locate and vacate 
parking places along the curbings of the main business arter- 
ies. The solution to much of the difficulty encountered in 
handling traffic in these sections would be found in pro- 
viding public parking areas. The practicability of carrying out 
the recommendations of the survey is the obstacle. Not only 
is the cost of grading, surfacing and maintaining these park- 
ing areas a considerable factor but the greatest problem is 
in the cost of land damages which must be paid for the land in 
question. It is possible that the labor of constructing the park- 
ing places could be done with government co-operation under 
the WPA or ERA. The city would be required to provide the 
land. If the cost to the city, and ultimately to the taxpayers, 
could be kept to a minimum this is one form of project that 
would be worthwhile. 


State and local police are to co-operate in a strict enforce- 
ment of automobile laws over the holiday week-end. Last year 
37 persons were killed during Labor Day week, the largest 
in any one week. If this number of persons died from an epi- 
demic of disease it would cause considerable consternation. 
Have motorists became so calloused about automobile killings 
that they disregard their responsibility to drive soberly, safely 
and sanely?

ABOUT TOWN

The sorinl security net recently 
panned by Congress at the behest of 
President Roosevelt has been de- 
nounced by many ns socialistic legisla- 
tion. What alternative have these 
critics to offer? It has been more 
than difficult for elderly and even mid- 
dle-aged men and women to obtain 
employment in recent years. — even be- 
fore the depression started. The much 
vaunted efficiency engineers (who 
haven't displayed their efficiency since 
1929) caused multitudes of gray 
haired persons to lose their employ- 
ment. This country has not reached 
that state of barbarism where elder- 
ly folks would be Oslerized, and will 
not. So. if the exponents of ruggen 
individualism who are condemning 
the “social security act,” have some 
better and more practical plan that 
will care for deserving aged without 
reducing them to the stntus of paupers, 
let them present it. 


Lately we have been reading a lot 
about “the horse and buggy days.' 
Once each yenr we take a trip back 
to the "horse and buggy” era by trav- 
eling up to the Province of Quebec 
A few weeks ago we made our annual 
jaunt, accompanied as in past years 
by Captain Nicholas Veduccio of the 
Newton police and Eddie Murphy. 
Also in the party was Tom Gallinelli. 
manager of the Silver Lake Chevrolet 
Company, who provided excellent and 
smooth transportation by means of a 
Master Chevrolet. If one wants a res- 
pite from the nerve wracking bustle 
of this mechanized age. go for a few 
days or longer to Quebec, where horses 
and buggies me still in common use, 
where agriculture is the principal 
source of livelihood, and where condi- 
tions in many respects are similar to 
those that prevailed here in the last 
enturv. 

Dairy farming is the dominant ac- 
tivity in Northern New Hampshire 
and Vermont, and in Southern Quebec, 
and the folks in these regions were 
harvesting their hay crops as we drove 
along. Not only the men and boys 
but the women and girls were engaged 
in this task. The women were driv- 
ing the hay wagons and rakes, and in 
many instances laboring at the ardu- 
ous task of pitching hay up onto the 
hay wagons. And there is some differ- 
ence between doing this work on a hot 
summer’s day. and playing bridge. 

One day last week we visited 
the huge dunes at Barnstable. Even 
on this isolated area, with its weird 
beauty, we observed hundreds of 
broken tonic and milk bottles, left 
there by lazy, inconsiderate, picnic- 
ing motorists. This same type also 
leave a litter of pasteboard boxes, 
papers, tin cans, untidied remains of 
wood fires and other litter behind 
them. Do you wonder that more and 
more privately owned beaches are 
being closed to the public, when so 
large a percentage of the public 
seems to be onery?

thorn, as this group is largely the 
one which is responsible for double 
parking and for parking in prohibited 
places." 

"In towns or cities where the mer- 
chants have appreciated the inipor- 
lance of having convenient pnrking 
places for their patrons, increased 
business in the vicinity has almost in 
variably resulted. Quincy merchants, 
through the Chamber of Commerce, 
were instrumental in having a large 
lot of land, adjacent to the business 
district, but somewhnt unsuited for 
stores and offices, converted into 
parking space for about 2000 cars. In 
short time, motorists for miles 
around were coming to Quincy to shop, 
secure in the knowledge that they 
would be able to park safely and con- 
veniently without any fear of a police 
tag. The result was more shoppers, 
more leisurely shopping resulting in 
more purchases, and a 25% increase in 
business, most of which can be direct- 
ly credited to the presence of the 
parking space. Hence, it may be 
•eadily appreciated that a convenient 
parking area can be a great asset to 
any business district.” 

"Rather loosely classified, there are 
two types of parkers— the short-time 
and the long-time. The dividing line 
may be said to be roughly the time 
limit set by ordinance, such as the 
one hour limit in Newton. Both 
groups must be accommodated, as 
both are important to the business 
activity of an area. The larger group 
by far is the short-time parker, who 
stops, makes his purchase, and moves 
leaving space for another car to 
park. This group is often responsi- 
ble for such violations as double-park 
ing. parking in prohibited areas, and 
the like. The reason for the violation 
is — that no convenient, legal space is 
available. Possibly, it may be occu- 
pied by a long time parker. a violator 
of the posted time limit. Thus, one 
iolation is the cause of a second vio- 
lation, as neither parker can find the 
space suited to his need. The solution 
is to provide off-street areas where 
long-time parkers may store their cars, 
leaving the curbs for those who wish 
to stop for only a few minutes. Of 
the group of motorists who park for 
an hour or less, the average length 
of time parked is 15 minutes; of those 
who violate, the average time is 2% 
hours. This means that the space 
occupied by a long-time parker would 
accommodate 10 average short-time 
pnrkers. Thus, each long-time parker 
including the business, private or de- 
livery car) which can be otherwise 
accommodated, leaves in unit parking 
spaces at the curb for others who 
wish to transact shorter errands.” 

"Merchants who allow their curb- 
parking space to be continually occu- 
pied by their own. or their employees’ 
private or delivery cars, are reduc- 
ing their likelihood of attracting the 
trade of passing motorists. It is to 
their advantage to utilize, if possible, 
rear entrances or alleys, or to provide 
such access if it is not available.” 

Studies were made by the ERA 
workers of badly needed off-street 
parking areas at Newton Corner and 
'ewtonville. The area which the re- 
port suggests be used at Newton Cor- 
ner included the land owned by the 
C. Taylor estate at Pearl court 
and Pearl street, and the other prop- 
ties on the South side of Pearl 
street to Bacon street, and on the 
East side of Bacon street to the 
aramount Theatre. Previous traffic 
reports made under City of Newton 
auspices recommended that the R. C. 
Taylor estate property abutting Pearl 
court and Pearl street be taken, but 
these reports did not include all the 
area between Bacon street and Pearl 
court, as such takings would involve 
large expense to the city. 

The ERA traffic report in referring 

the suggested Newton Corner 
parking space says: "... the loca- 
tion is particularly fortunate as it is 
itliin a 5-minute walk of all the 
stores serving this centre, and of the 
ailroad station; is directly adjacent 
to a theatre, and is only a few' hun- 
dred feet from the street car lines. 
Approximately 100 cars could be ac- 
commodated with ease, leaving suffi- 
iont space around the edge for serv- 
icing the stores on Washington and 
Centre streets. While this number of 
cars may appear insignificant in com- 
parison with the total number now 
[irked on the streets, if it w’ere com- 
pletely used from 9 a. m. to 11 p. m. 
as it probably would be because of 
the proximity of the theatre) and for 
the same length of time as long-time 
parkers average at present, it would 
accommodate a daily total of 560 cars. 
Tins would leave 5600 unit parking 
spaces at the curb for short-time 
parkers, who stay on an average of 
15 minutes." 

Part of t lie area bounded by Pearl 
street and Bacon street" would be used 
as a bus terminal, according to the 
ERA traffic report plan. This part 
would be along Pearl street and near 
Pearl court. A waiting station for bus 
patrons would be provided and the 
removal of the buses from Nonantum 
square and Centre Btreot would 
greatly improve traffic conditions at 
these congested places.
